The only Extravagance of this Kind which ap* 
pears to me excufable, is one that grew but of 
9a Excefsof Gratitude, which I have ibme where 
met with in the Lite of a TierkSjb Emperor, His 
Horfe had brought him- iafe out or a Field of 
Battle, and from the Purfuit of a vi&orious Ene- 
my. As a Reward for fuch his good and faithful* 
Service, his Mafter built him a Stable of Marble,. 
rood him with Gold, fed him in an Ivory Mana- 
ger, and made him a Rack of Silver. He an*. 
aex'd to the Stable feveval Fields and Meadows,, 
Lakes, and running Streams. . At the fame time 
he provided for him a Seraglio of Mares, the 
moil beautiful that could be tound in the whole' 
Qttomert Empire.. To thefe were added a fuita- 
Wc Train or Domciticks, confiding of Grooms, 
Farriers, Rubbers, &c. accommodated with prce 
per Liveries and Penfions. In fhorr, nothing, 
was omitted that could contribute to the Eafe and'

I Find it is thought ncccffary. that I (who have 
taken upon mc to cenfure the Irregularities of 
e Age ) (hould give an Account of my own 
Actions when they appear doubtful, or fubje& to 
Mifconftru&ion. My appearing at the Flay on 
Monday laft, is looked upon as a Step in my Con- 
duel, which I ought to explain, that others may 
not be milled by my Example. It is true in Mat- 
ter of Fad, I was prefent at the ingenious Enter- 
tainment of that Day, and placed my felf in a 
Box which was orepared for me with great Civi- 
lity and Diftinaion. It is faid of Virwil y when 
he enterM a Reman Theatre, where there were 
many Thoufands of Spectators prefent, That the 
whole Affcmbly rofe up to do him Honour ; a 
RefpeS which was never before paid to any but 
the Emperor. I muft confefs. That univerfal 
Clap, and other Teftimonies of Aoplaufe, with 
which I was received at my firft Appearance in 
the Theatre of Great Britain, gave me as feofible 
a Delight, as the above-mentioned Reception 
could give to that Immortal Poet. I (hould be 
ungrateful at the fame Time, if I did not take 
this Opportunity of acknowledging the great Ci- 
vilities that were fliown me by Mr. Thomas Dog- 
get, who made his Compliments to me between 
the A&s, after a mod ingenuous and difcreet 
Manner ; and at the fame Time communicated to 
me, that the Company .of Upholders defired to 
receive me at their boor at the End of the Hay- 
mar ktt> 
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market \ and to light me home to my Lodgings* 
That Part of the Ceremony I forbad, and took 
particular Care during the whole Play to oMerve 
the Conduct of the Drama, and give no Offence 
by my own Behaviour. Here I think it will not 
be foreign to my Character, to lay down the pro- 
per Duties of an Audience, and what is incum- 
bent upon each individual Spectator in publick 
EHverfions of this Nature. Every one fliould on 
thefe Occafions (how his Attention, Underftarid- 
ing and Virtue. I would undertake to find out 
allthe Perfons of Senfc and Breeding by the Ef- 
fect of a iingle Sentence, and to diftinguilh a Gen- 
tleman as much by his Laugh, as his now. When 
we fee the Footman and his Lord diverted by 
the fame Jefl, it very much turns to the Dimi- 
nution of the one, or the Honour of the other. 
But tho* a Man's Quality may appear in his Un- 
derftanding; and Tall, the Regard to Virtite ought 
to be the Tame in all Ranks and Conditions of 
Men, however they make a ProrenSon of it un- 
der the Name of Honour, Religion, or Morali- 
ty. When therefore we fee any Tiling divert 
an Audience, either in Tragedy or Comedy, that 
(hikes at the Duties of Civil Life, or expofes 
what the beft Men in all Ages have looked up- 
on as facred and inviolable, it is the certain Sign 
of a profligate Race of Men, who arc fallen 
from the Virtue of their Forefathers, and will 
be contemptible in the Eyes of their Pofterity. 
For this Reafon I took great Delight in feeing the 
^ generous and diunterelted Paflion of the Lovers 
jn this Comedy (which flood fo many Trials, 
and was proved by fuch a Variety of divming 
Incidents ) received with an unitierfal Approba- 
tion. This brings to my Mind a Paflage in O- 
cero, which I could never read without being in 
Love with the Virtue o£ a Roman Audience. He 
there defcribes the Shouts and Applaufes which 

the People gave to the Perfons who afted the 

Parts 
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Parts of- Pilades and Oreftes, in the noblefl Oc- 
cation that a Poet could invent, to (how Friend- 
ihip in Perfe&ion. One of them had forfeited 
his Life by an A&ion which he had committed ; 
and & they (lood in Judgment before the Ty- 
rant, each of them ftrove who (hould be the 
Criminal, that he might fave the Life of his 
Friend, Amidil the Vehemence of each aflerting 
himfelf to be the Offender, the Roman Au- 
dience gave a Thunder of Applaufe, and by 
that Means, as the Author hints, approved in 
others what they would have done tnemfelves 
on the like Occafion. Methinks, a People of 
fo much Virtue were defervedly placed at the 
Head of Mankind : But alas ! rleafurcs of this 
Nature are not frequently to be met with on the- 
Englijb Stage. 

The Athenians y at a Time when they were the 
molt polite, as well as the mod powerful, Go- 
vernment in the World, made the Care of the 
Stage one of the chief Parts of the Administra- 
tion : And I muft'eonfefe, I am aftonifhed ac 
the Spirit of Virtue which appeared in that Peo* 
pie upon fome Expreifions in a Scene of a 'fa- 
mous Tragedy ; an Account of which we have: 
m one QlStneca r s Epiftles. A covetous Perfbn* 
is reprefented' fpeaking the common Sentiment* 
of all who are poiTefled with that Vice in the 
following Soliloquy, which I have tranflated? 
literally* 

Let me be called a bafe Man, fo 1 am called a rich • 
Me. If a Man is rich, who asks if he is good ? The 
Quejhon is, How much we have j not fromwhence % 
or (y what Means, we hay e it. Every one has fo 
much Merit as he has Wealth. For my own Part,. 
Jet me be rich, Oh ye Gods ! or let me die* The 
lupin dies happily, who dies increasing his Trea- 
hurt. ' There is wort P leaf we m ifo Poffejpon of

The Audience were very much provoked by 
die firft Words of this Speech 5 but when the 
A&or came to the Clofe of it, they could bear 
no longer. In fhort, the whole Atiembly rofe- 
op at once in the greateft Fury, with a Defigjt 
to pluck him off the Stage, and brand the Work 
k (elf with Infamy. In the Midft of the Tumult, 
the Author came out from behind' the Scenes,, 
begging the Audience to be compofed for a little 
while, and they thould fee the Tragical End? 
which this Wretch fliould come to immediately*. 
The Promife of Punifliment appeafed the People*, 
who fat with great Attention and Pleafure to fee 
an Example made of fo odious a Criminal. It i» • 
with Shame and Concern that I- (peak k y but I 
very much queftion, whether it is poflible to- 
make a Speech (b Impious, as tooraife fiich a lau- 
dable Horror and Indignation in a Modern Au- 
dience. It is very natural for an Author to make 
Orientation of his Reading, as it is for an olo^ * 
Man to tell Stories 5 for which Reafon I muft 
beg the Reader will excufe me, if I. for once in- 
dulge my (elf in both thefe Inclinations. We fee 
the ArtentiM*, Judgment, and- Virtue of a whole 
Audience, in the foregoing Inftanees. If we. 
would imitate the Behaviour of a fingle Specta- 
tor, let us reflet* upon that of Socrates, in a Par- 
ticular which gives me as great an Idea of that 
extraordinary Man, as any Circumftance of his 
fcifir p*r what is more, -of his Death. This ve- 
nerable Perfbn often frequented the Theatre,, 
which brought a great many thither, out of a 
Defire to fee mm. On which Occaiions it is re- 
corded of him, That he fometimes ftood to* 
roakehimfelf the more confpicuous, and to fatis- 
fie the Curiofity of the Beholders. He was one 
Day prefent at the firft Rcprefentation of a Tra- 

degw 
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ge'dy of Euripides i who was his intimate Friend; 
and whom he is laid to have aflifted in feveral 
of his Plays. In the Midft of the Tragedy, 
which had met with very ereat Succefs, there 

f chancM to be a Line that (eemea to encourage 
Vice and Immorality. 

This was no fooncr (boken, but Socrates roie 
from his Seat, and' without any; .-Regard to • his 
Aflfe&ion for his Friend, or to the Saccefs* oE the 
Plav, fhowed htmfelf dtfbleafed^at what was 
faidy and walked out of tne AflemWy* . Tque- 
ftion not but the Reader will be curious to know 
What the Line was that gave this Divine Hea* 
then fo much Offence. l£ my Memory fail* me 

^ not, it was in the Part ofjftfpelituf, whtfwhen 
he is prefled by an Oathy which he had takcn-t** 

5 keep Silence, returnecr for Anlwer, That he 
had taken the Oath with his Tongue, but not 
with his Heart. Had a Perfon of a vicious- 
Character made fuch a Speech, it might have 
been > allowed.: as. a -proper Reprcfentation of the 
Bafenefs of his Thoughts: Bat fuch an ExpreC- 
fion out of the Mouth of the virtuous ffipPolitHs % 
was giving a Sanction to FaWhood, and eftablifti- 
ing Perjury by a Maxim.

A Continuation of the Vijion. 

WITH much Labour and Difficulty I paG 
fed .through tfce firft Part of my Vifton, 
and recovered the Centre of the Wood, from 
whence I had the Profpec* of the Three great 
Roads. I here joined my felf to the middle-aged 
Party of Mankind, who marched behind the 
Standard of Ambition. The great Road lay in a 
direct Line, and was terminated by the Tkmfli 
of Virtue. It was planted on each Side with' 
Lawrcls, which were intermixed with Marble 
Trophies, Cawed Pillars, and Statues of Law- 
givers, Heroes, Statefmen, Philofophers , and 
Poets. The Perfons who ttavellcd up this great 
Path, were fuch whofc Thoughts were bent upon 
doing eminent Services to Mankind, or promoting 
the Good of their Count! y. On each Side of . 
this great Read were feveral Paths^that were '.: 
alfo laid out in ftraight Lines, and ran 'parallel 
with it. Thefe were moft of them covered 
Walks, and received into them Men of retired 
Virtue, who propofed to themfelves the fame 
End of their Journey, tho* they* chofe to make 
it in Shade and ObfcurityJ The Edifices at the 
Extremity of the Walk were (b> contrived; that 
we could not fee the Temple of Honour by rtafon L 
of the Temple of firtue/vibiclk flood before- it. 1

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At the Gates of this Temple we were met by 
the Gocjdcfs of it, who conduced us into that 
of Honour, which was joined to the other Edi- 
fice by a beautiful Triumphal Arch, and had no 
other Entrance into it. When the Deity c*f die 
Inner Structure had received' us, (he presented us 
in a Body to a Figure that was placed* over the 
i highTAltar, and was the Emblem of Eternity. 
She fat on a Globe in the midft of a Golden 
Tiodiac, holding the Figure of a Sun in one 
Hand, and a Moon in the other. Her Head 
was veiled, and her Feet covered.

, .* This Place was filled _with Hypocrites^ Pedants, 
Free-Thinkers, and prating Politicians j witij. a 
Rabble of thofe who have only Titles to make 
them great Men. Female Votaries crowded the 
Temple,, choafced up the Avenues of it, and

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] *vcre more in Number than the Sand upon the I 
j Sea-fhorcr" I made it my Bulinefs in my Return 2 
I towards that Part of the Wood from whence I 
j; firft fet out, to obferve the Walks which led to 
i this Temple . for I met ink feveral who had be-

\ rerfbns, ana travelled ibme Time in their Com- 
t -pany : But t»on £ttnunatioa I foand^that there -3 H 
i were feveral Paths which led out of the great 
l Road into the Sides of the Wood, and ran into 
£0 many crookedTarns and Windings, that thofe ' •* , 
who travelled thro* them often turned their Backs ^ & 
aipon the Temple of Virtue, then crotfed the 
Itraight Road, and fomeriraes marched in it for 
a little Space, till the ; aooKed'Path which they 
were engaged in again Jed then> into the Wood. 
The leveral Alleys of. tbefe Wanderers had their 
particular Ornaments, * One of tnem 1 could not 
but take Notice of, in tjie Watyfof the mifchie- "t 
yous Pretenders to Politicks, which had at every 
Tarn the Figure of a ' PerTon, whom by the 
infeription I found to be Machiwel, pointing 
jout the Way with an extended Finger like a 
, Mercury. 

I was now returned in the {Same Manner as be- 

. fore, with a Defign to obferve carefully every 

Thing that paflcd in the Region of Avarice, and 

the Occurrences in that Aljembly # which was 

; made up of Perfons of my own Age. This Body < 

of Travellers had not gone far in the Third'' * 

freatRoad, before k led them infenfibly into a 
eep Valley, in which they joumied feveral 
Days with great Toil and Uneaiinefs, and with- 
v out ttje neceflary Refrefhments of Food and 
Sleep.' The only Relief they met with, Was in a 
River that ran through theBottom of the Valley 
on a Bed of Golden Sand T They often drank of °* 
this Stream, which had fuch a "particular Quality 
in it, that tho* it refrefhed them *br a Time, it 

rather 
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rather inflamed than quenched their Third: On 
each Side of the River was a Range of Hills foil 
of precious Ore ; for where the Rains had walked 
off the Earth, one might fee in fevcral Parts of 
them long; Veins of Gold, and Rocks that looked 
like pure Silver. We were told. That the Deity 
of the Place had forbad any of his Votaries to 
-dig into the Bowels of thefe Hills, or convert 
the Treafures they contained to any life, under 
Pain of Starving. At the End of the Valley flood 
The Temple of Avarice, made after the Manner

Wc 
1 were led through an Hundred Iron Doors, before 
we entered the Temple. At the upper End of it 
/ fat the God of Avarice, with a long filthy Beard,, 
*\, and a meagre ftarved Countenance, encloied 
c\ with Heaps of Ingots *and Pyramids of Money, 
1 5 fcut half naked and fhivering with Cold . ^On his 
ft \ " .

J Went on Saturday laft to make a y*nt in the 
City 5 and as I pafted through Cheafftde, I faw 
rowds of People turning down towards the *

Money into the new-ere&ed Lottery. It gave irie 
a great Notion of the Credit of our prelent Go-, 
vernment and Adminiftration, to find People pre&* 
as eagerly to pay Money, as they would to re- 
ceive it : and at trie fame Time a due Refpe& for 
that Body of Men who have found out lb plea- 
fing an Expedient for carrying on the Common. 
Caufe, that they have turned a Tax into a Diver- 
fiqn. The Chearfalnefs of Spirit, and the Hopes 
of Succefsi which this Projed has, occafionecf in . 
this great City, lightens the Burden of the-War, 
and puts me in Mind of fome Games which they 
{ay were invented by wife Men who were Lovers . 
of their Country, to make their Fellow-Citizens 
undergo the Tedioufhefs and Fatigues of a long 
Siege. I think there is a Kind of Homage due * 
to Fortune, ( if I may call it fo ) and that I ihould 
be wanting to my (elf if I did not lay in my Pre- 
tences to her Favour, and pay my Compliments 
to her by Recommending a Ticket to her Difpo* 
fal.

* Rights and Privileges, caft under proper Subor- 
dinations,- and in all it» Parts obedient to the 
Rules of Law and Equity. • He then reorcfents the 
Government from Whence he was banilhed, at a 
Tit** when the Confiil, Senate, and Laws, ha<£ 
foft their Authority,, as a Commonwealth of Lu- 
naticks. For this Reafon,. he regards his Expul- 
fiort from Rome, as a Man would being turned out 
gf &utt*tn % if the Inhabitants of it Ihould drive 

him- 
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him out of tlieir Walls as a Perfon wnfit ibr their 
Community. We are therefore to look upon, 
every Man's Brain to be touched, however he may 
appear in the general Condafife of his Life, if Jhe '

Abundance of ima- 
ginary great Men ant put m Straw to bring them 
to a right Sopfe of themfeives i And is ic not ai- 
together a*, reaibnabk, that an jnfigailirant Man, 
wno has an tmmodenwe Opinion of his Merits, 
and a quite diStrent Notion of his own Abilities 
from wbatrh* reft of rbe World entertain, Ihonld 
have the fame dare taken of hint, as a Beggar 
ivho fancies him&if a Duke or a Prince ? Or, 
Why ihould a Man\, who ftarves in the Midft of 
Plenty, be trufted with Jumfelf, more than he who 
fancies he is an Emperor in the Midft of Poverty ? 
1 have feveral Women of Quality in royThou ehts, 
who fee (b exorbitant a Value upon themferees. 
that I have often moft heartily pitied tbern, and 
-wished them, for their Recovery, under the fame 
Di&ipHne with the Pewterer's wife. I find by 
feveral Hints in ancient Authors, that when the 
tfanans were in the Height of Power and Luxu- 
ry, they afligned out of their vail Dominions, an 
Ifland czWzdAnticyra, as an Habitation for Ma<&. 
men. This was the Bedlam of the Rjaman Eok. 
pire, whither all Perfbns who had loft their Wits 
ufed to relbrt from all Parts of the World in 
Queftofthem. Several of the Roman Emperors 
were advifed to repair to this IQand ; but moft of 
them, inftead of liteninff to fach fbber Counfek,

J Find feme of the moft polite Latin Authors^ 
who wrote at a Time when Rome was in it* 
lory, fpeak with a certain noble Vanity or the 
Brightnefs and Splendour of the Age m which 
they lived. Wny often compliments his Emperor 
Thfpnr upon this Head $ and when he would ani- 
mate him to any Thing great, or diflwade hint 
from any Thing that was improper, he infinuates,, , 
that it is befitting or unbecoming (th? Claritas fr 
tfdtorSdtculi) that Period of Time which wa* 
made illuftrious by his Reign. When we caft 
our Eyes back on the Hiftory of Mankind, and! 
trace them through their feveral Succeffions to 
their firft Original, we fometimes fee them break* 
ing out in great and memorable Actions, and 
towring op to the utmoft Heights of Virtue and * 
Knowledge 5 when, perhaps, if we carry our Ob* 
iervation to a Httle Diftance, we fee them funk 
into Sloth and Ignorance, and altogether loft in 
Darknefs and OMcurity. Sometimes the whole 
Species is afleep for Two or Three Generations^ . . 
and then agaio awakens into A&ion, flouvifhes h 
in Heroes, Jghiloibphers, and Poets, who do He* - 
nour to>humane Nature, and leave juch Tra&s of * 
Clory behind them, as diftmguifb.thc Years, in

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which they a&ed their Part, from the ordinary 
Courfeof lime, / 

Methinks a Man cannot, without a (beret Sa- 
tisfaction, conlider the Glory of the prefent Age, 
which will fiiine as bright as any other in the Hi- 
ftory of Mankind. It is ftill big with great E^ 
rents, and has already produced Changes and Re* 
volutions which will be as much admired" by Po- 
fterity, as any that hare happened in she Days of 
our Fathers, or in the ola Times before them, 
. We have feen Kingdoms divided and united, Mo- 
/ lurch* erected and depo&d> Nations transfcrr'd 
from one Sovereign to another j Conquerors rai- 
sed to fuch a Greatnefs as has given a Terror to 
Europe, and thrown down by fuch a Fall,, as. hat 
moved their Pity. 

But it is ftill a more pleating View to an &&£%- 
man, to fee his own Country give the chief In- 
fluence to fo illuftrious an Age, and ftand in the 
itrongeft Point of Light amidft the diffu&d Glory 
that iurrounds it. 

If we begin with Learned Men, we may ob- 
ferve, to the Honour of our Country, That thole 
'who make the greateft Figure in raoft Arts and 
Sciences, are univerfally allowed to be of the Bri- 
tijh Nation 5 and what is more remarkable, That 
Men of the greateft Learning are among the Men 
of the greateft Quality. 
A Nation *nay indeed abound with Perfbns of 
• fuch uncommon Parts and Worth, as may make 
them rather a Misfortune than a Bkfling to the 
Publick. Thofe who fingiy might have been of 
infinite Advantage to the Age they live in, may, 
by riling up together in the fame Criiis of Time, 
and by interfering in their Purfuits of Honour, 
jather interrupt than promote the Service ofc' their. 
Country. Of this we have a famous Inftance in 
the Republick of Rome, when G^/ir* P*m$ty, 
Gato, Cicero,, and Brutw, endeavoured to recom- 
mend 
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mend thcmfelves at the fame Time to the Admi- 
ration of their Contemporaries. Mankind wag 
not able to provide for fo many extraordinary 
Perfons at once, or find out Pofts fuitable to their 
Ambition and Abilities. For this Reafon, they; 
were all as miferable in their Deaths, as they, 
were famous in their Lives, and occasioned, not 
only the Rum of each other, but alfo that of the 
Commonwealth. 

It is therefore a particular Happinefs to a Peo* 
pie. when the Men of fuperior Genius and Cha- 
racter are fo juftly difpofed in the higjh Places of 
Honour, that each of them moves in a Sphere 
which is proper to him. and requires thofe parti- 
cular Qualities in which he excels. 

If I fee a General commanding the Forces of his 
Country, whofe Victories are not to be paralkl'd 
in Story, and who is as famous for his Negotia- 
tions as his Victories ; and at the fame Time fee 
the Management of a Nation's Treafury in the. 
Hands of one who has always diftinguifn'd hinv ) 
{elf .by, a generou* Contempt of his own private 
Wealth, and an axa& Frugality of that which 
belongs to the Publick ; I cannot but think a 
People under fuch an Adminiftration may pro- 
mife themfelves Conqueft Abroad, and Plenty ac 
Home. If I were to wifh for a proper Perfbn to 
prefide over the publick Councils, it fliould cer- 
tainly be one as much admired for his univerfal . 
Knowledge of Men and Things/ as for his Elo- - 
quence, Courage and Integrity, in the exerting of 
iuch extraordinary Talents. ' 

Who is not pleafed to fee a Perfon in the higheft 
Station in the Law, who was the mod eminent in 
his Profeflion, and the molt accomplifhed Orator 
at the Bar ? Or at the Head of the. Fleet a Com- 
mander, under whole Conduct the Common Ene*- 
my received fuch a Blow, as he has never beea 
able to recover ? 
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Were we to form to our (lives the Idea of one 
whom we fhould think proper to govern a drftant 
Kingdom , confiding chiefly or* thofe who differ 
Jfrom lis in Religion, and are influenced by foreign 
Politick?, would it not be fuch a one as had fig- 
nalixed himfelf by an uniform and unfhaken Xeal 
for the Protectant Intereft, and by his Dexterity 
in defeating the Skill and Artifice of its Enemies. 
In (hort, it we find a great Man popular tor his 
Honefty and Humanity, as well as famed for his 
Learning and great Skill in all the Languages of 
Europe, or a Perfon eminent for thofe Qualifica- 
tions which make Men ihine in publick Affcm- 
blies, or for that Steadinefs, Corrflancy, and good 
Senfe, which carry a Man to the deiired Point 
through all the Oppofition o£ Tumult and Preju- 
dice, we have the Happinefs to behoM them all 
in "Pofts fuitable to their Characters. 

Such a Compilation of great Perfbns, if I mat 
J© {peak, while they fhinc out in their own di- 
fcinet Capacities, reflect a Luitre upon each other, 
feut in a more particular Manner on their Sove- 
reign, who has placed them in thofe proper Situa- 
tions, by which their Virtues become (b beneficial 
to all Her Subjects. It is the Anniverfary of the 
Birth- day of this Glorious Queen, which naturally 
led me into this Field of Contemplation, and xn- 
#ead of joining in the publick Exultations that are 
made on fuch Occafions, to entertain my Thoughts 
with the more ferious Pleafiire of ruminating 
upon the Glories of her Reign. 

While I behold her furrounded withTriumphs, 
and adorned with all the Profperity and Succefs 
which Heaven ever fhed on a Mortal, and ftSl con- 
fidering her felf as fuch, tho* the Perfbn appears

I was fo fatisfted with the Ingenuity of tfits 
Vertuofo, that, tiler having advued him to quit 
fo difhoneft a Profelfion, I promrfed him, in Con- 
sideration of his great Genius, to recommend him 
as a Partner to a Friend of mine, who has heaped 
up great Riches, and is a Scarlet Dyer.

i The greateft Wit of our Company, next to my 
felf, is a Bencher of the neigbouring Inn, who m 
his Youth freauented the Ordinaries about Cka- 
rinjt-Crofs, and pretends to have been intimate 
with Jack Ogle. He has about Ten Diftichs of 
Hudibras without Book, and never leaves the 
Glub till he has applied them all.

The only Way of avoiding fuch a trifling ancl 
frivolous old Age, is, to lay up in our Way to it 
fuch Stores of Knowledge and Obfervation as may, 
make us ufeful and agreeable in our declining. 
Years- The Mind of Man in a long Life will 
become a Magazine of Wifdom or Folfyjand wilE 
consequently di&harge it (elf in fomethiog im- 
pertinent or improving. For which Reafon, as 
there is nothing more ridiculous than an oldtri-^ 
fling Story-Teller, Co there is nothing more vene- 
rable than one who has turned his Experience to 
the Entertainment and Advantage of Mapkind. 

In (hort, we who are in the laft Stage of Life* 
and are apt to indulge our felves in Talk, ought 
to confider, if what we fpeak be worth being, 
heard, and endeavour to make our Difcourfe Iiko 
that of Neftor, which Homer compares to the 
Flowing oFHoney for itsSweetnefs.. 

I am afrsud I (hall be thought guilty, of t his 
Excefs I am fpeaking of, when T cannot conclude 
without obferving, that Milton certainly thought* 
of this Paflage in Homer, when in his Defcripwon 
of an eloquent Spirit, he. fays, His tmgut Jrop'd-

Sheer-La**, February it. 
5 Qllence is fometimes more fignificant and* ft* 
vj bHmc than the moft noble and moft expre£ 
live Eloquence, and is on many Orcafions the In- 
dication of a great Mind. Several Authors have 
treated of Silence as a Part of Duty and JDifcre- 
tion, but none of them have confidered it in this 
Light. Homer compares the Notfe and Clamour 
Vs of the Trojans advancing towards the Enerayfro 
the Cackling of Cranes when they invade an 
Army of Pigmies. On the contrary, he makes 
his Countrymen and Favourites, the Greeks, move 
forward in a regular determined March, and m 
the Depth of Silence. I find in the Accounts 
■which are given us of (bmt of the more Eafter* 
Nations, where the Inhabitants are difpofed by 
their Conftitutions and Climates to higher Strains 
of Thought, and more elevated Raptures than 
Swhar we feel in the Northern Regions of the 
World, That Silence is a Religious 1 Exercifc 
among them. For when their pubiick Devotions 
are in the greateft Fervour, and their Hearts lifted 
up as high as Words can raife them, there are cer- 
tain Sufpeniions of Sound and Motion for a Time, 
in which the Mind is left to it felf, and fuppofed 
to fwell with fuch fecret Conceptions as are to* 
big for Utterance. I have my felf been wonder- 
f uBy delighted with a Mafter-Piece of Mufick, 
when in the very Tumult and Ferment of thei* 
Harmony,, all the Voices and Inftraracats have 

ftopgedi 
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flopped fhort on a hidden, and after* a little Paufe 
recovered themfelves again as it were, and renew- 
ed the Concert in all Its Parts. Methoughts this 
(hort Interval of Silence has had more Mil tick in 
it than any the fame Space of Time before or af- 
ter it. There aVe Two Instances of Silence in the 
Two greateft Poets that ever wrote, which have 
romething in them as fublime as any of the 
Speeches in their whole Works. The Firit is 
that ofsfjax, in the Eleventh Book of the Qdjf- 
jfr. Uljjfes, who had been the Rival of this great 
Man in his Life, as well as the Occaiion ot his 
Peath, upon meeting his Shade in the Region of 
departed Heroes, makes his Submhlion to him 
with an Humility next to Adoration, which the 
other paries over with dumb fallen Majefty, an4 
fuch a Silence, as (to ufc the Words oiLonginits) 
had more Greatneis in it than any Thing he could 
. nave fpoken. 

The next Inftance I fhall mention is in Vbrgil % 
where the Poet, doubtlcfs. imitates this Silence 
of sijax in that of Did* ; tnough I do not know 
that any of his Commentators have taken Notice 
of it. ^neas finding among the Shades of de- 
spairing Lovers, the Ghoft ot her who had lately 
died for him, with the Wound (rill fre{h upon 
her, addreflfes himfelf to her with expanded Arms, 
, Floods of Tears, and the moil paflionate Profef- 
I lions of his own Innocence as to what had hap- 
pcn*d $ all which Dido receives with the Dignity 
i and Difdain of a re fern frig Lover, and an injured 
[ Queen ; and is fo far from vouchfafing him an 
i Anfwer, that (he does not give him a finjle Look. 
, The Poet reprefents her as turning away her Face 
I from him while he fpoke to her j and after ha- 
,' wig kept her Eyes for fome time upon the 
I Ground > as one that heaid and contemned his 
Protcilations, flying from him into the Grove gf 
i Myrtle, and into the Arms of another, whole Fi- 
i delity had defcrved her Love, 
i • I have 
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I have often thought our Writers of Tragedy 
have been very defective in this Particular, and 
that they might have given great Beauty to their 
Works, by certain Stops and Paufes in the Re- 

?re(entation of fuch Pillions, as it is not in the 
ower of Language to cxprefs. There is fbme- 
thing like this in the laft Ad of Venice Preferved, 
where Pierre is brought to an infamous Execu- 
tion, and begs of his r riend, as a Reparation for 
paft Injuries, and the only Favour he could do 
nim, to refcue him from the Ignominy of the 
Wheel by dabbing him. As he is going to make 
this dreadtiil Requeft, he is not able to commu- 
nicate it, out withdraws his Face from his 
Friend's Ear, and burfts into Tears. The melan- 
choly Silence that follows hereupon, and conti- 
nues till he has recovered himfelf enough to re- 
veal his Mind to his Friend, raifes in the Specta- 
tors a Grief that is inexpreuible, and an Idea of 
iiich a complicated Diftrefs in the A&or, as 
Words cannot utter. It would look as ridiculous 
to many Readers to give Rules and Dire&ions for 
proper Silerces, as for Penning a Whiff er: But it 
is certain, that in the Extremity of moil Paflions, 
particularly Surprife, Admiration, Aftonifhment ; 
nay, Rage it felt jlhere is nothing more graceful 
than to tee the Play (land frill for a few Moments, 
and the Audience fixed in an agreeable Sufpence 
during the Silence of a skilful A&or. 
But Silence never (hows it felf to fo great an 
: Advantage, as when it is made the Reply to Ca- 
lumny and Defamation, provided that we give no 
juft Occalion for them. One might produce an 
Example of it in the Behaviour of one in whom 
it appear'd in all its Majefty, and one, whofe Si- 
lence, as well as his Perfon. was altogether Di- 
vine. When one conliders tnis Subject only in its 
Sublimity, this great Inftance could not but occur 
to me ; and iince I only make Ufe of it to (how 
thebigheft Example at it, 1 hope I do not offend 
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in it. To forbear replying to an unjuft Reproach, 
and overlook it with a generous, or ( if poflible J 
^with an entire Negieft of it. is one of the mod 
heroick A&s of a great Mind : And I muft con- 
fefs, when I reflect upon the Behaviour of (bine 
of the greateft Men in Antiquity. I do not lb much 
admire them that they deferved the Praife of the 
whole Age they lived in, as becaufe they con- 
temned the Envy and Detraction of it. 

All that is incumbent on a Man of Worth, who 
fuffers under fo ill a Treatment, is to lie by for 
fome Time in Silence and Obfcurity, till the Pre- 
judice of the Times be over, and his Reputation 
cleared. I have often read with a great deal of 
Pleafure a Legacy of the famous Lord Bactm, one 
of the greateft Genius's that our own or any 
Country has produced : After having bequeathed 
his Soul, Body, and Eftate, in the ulual Form, he 
adds, * My Name and Memory I leave to Foreign 

* Nations, and to my Countrymen, after fome 

• Time be paifed over. 

At the fame Time that I recommend this Philo* 
fophy to others, I muft confefs, I am fo poor a 
PrOhcient in it my felf, that if in the Courie of I 
my Lucubrations it happens, as it has done more 
than once, that my Paper is duller than in Con- 
fcience it ought to be, I think the Time an Age 
till 1 have an Opportunity of putting out another, 
and growing famous again for Two Days. 

I muft not clofe my Difcourfe upon Silence, 
without informing my Reader, That I have by 
mc an elaborate ireatife on the Jlpojiopefis call*d 
an Et cater*, it being a Figure much ufedoy fome 
learned Authors, and particularly by the great

the Times in which they lived. It was by this 
jioble Impulie that Stcrates and his Di&iples, as 
.well as all the Philofopbers of Note in Greta, 
andC/V^r*. Seneca, with all the Learned Men of 
Rome, endeavoured to enlighten their Contem- 
jwraries amidft the Darkncft and Ignorance in 
which the World was then funk and buried. 
The great Points which thefe Free-Thinkers en- 
deavoured to eftablifh and inculcate into the 
Minds of Men, was, the Formation of the Uni- 
verfe, the Superintendency of Providence, the 
Perfection of the Divine Nature, the Immorta- 
lity of the Soul, and the future State of Rewards 
and Punifhmcnts. They all complied with* the 
Religion of theii Country, as much as poflible, 
in fuch Particular! as did not contradict and per- 
vert thefe great and fundamental Doctrines of 
Mankind. On the contrary, the Perfons who 
-now fet up for Free-Thinkers, are fuch as endea- 
vour^by a little Trafh of Words and Sophiftry, 
to weaken and deftroy thofe very Principles, 
for the Vindication of which, Freedom of 
Thought at fir ft became laudable and heroick.

If one were to take the Word 
Prieftcraft out of the Mouths of thefe (hallow 
Monfters, they would be immediately (truck 
dumbi It is oy the Help of this (ingle Terra 
that they, endeavour to* diiappoint the good

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Works of the mod Learned and Venerable Orit* 
of Men, and harden the. Hearts of the Igno- 
rant againft the very Light of Nature, andthe 
-common received Notions of Mankind. We 
ought not to a treat fuch Mifcreants as thefe upon 
the Foot of fair Difputants, but to pour out Con- 
tempt upon themr, andfpeak of them with Scorn 
and Infamy, as the Pefts of Society, the Revilers 
of Hunfane Nature,, aad the Blafphcmers of a / 
£eing, whom a good Man would rather die 
than near dishonoured. Cicer* v after havmg men- 
tioned the great Heroes: of Knowledge that re-/ 
commended this Divine Doctrine of tne Immor- 
tality of the Soul, calls thofe fmall Pretenders 
to W ifdom who declared agamft it, certain Minute 
.Philofophers, ufing a Diminutive even of thfc 
Word Little, to exprefsi the dcfpicable Opinion 
he had of them. The Contempt he throws up- 
on them in another Paflage is yet more remarka- 
ble, where, to fhow the mean 'Thoughts he 
entertains of them, be declares, he ;would rather 
be in the Wrong with Plato, than in the Right 
wirh fuch Company. There is indeed nothing 
in the World (b ridiculous as one of thefe grave 
Philofophical Free-Thitikers, that hath neither 
Paflions nor Appetites to gratify, no Heats of 
Blood nor Vigour of Conftimtionthat can turn 
his Syitems of Infidelity to his Advantage, or ' 
jaife Pleafures out of them which are mcon- 
fiftent with the Belief of an Hereafter. One 
that has neither Wit, Gallantry, Mirth, or 
Youth, to indulge by thefe Notions, but only a 
poor, joy lefs "uncomfortable Vanity of diftiri- * 
guifliing himfelf from tbe reft of Mankind, is 
rather to be regarded as a Mifchievous Luna- * 
tick, than a miftaken Phtbfopher, A chaff. In- 
fidel, a fpeculative Libertine, is an. Animal that 
I fhould not believe to be in Nature, did I not 
fomctimes meet with this Species of Men, that 
plead; fb* the Indulgence ot their. Paffions in the

dearing Husband, Friend, or Son ? Will they en- 
large his pnblick or private Virtues, or ccrre& 
any of his Frailties or Vices ? What is therl cu 
ther joyful or glorious in fuch Opinions ? Do 
they either refrefh or enlarge our Thoughts > I)o 
they contribute^ the Happinefs, or raife the» 
\ Dignity of Humane Nature ? The only Good 
that I have ever heard pretended to, is, That 
they banifh Terrors, and fet the Mind at Eafe 
mt whofe Terrors do they banifh > It is certain" 
if there were any Strength in their Arguments' 
they would give great Difturbance to Minds that 
are influenced by Virtue, Honour, and Mora- 
lity, and tak* from us the only Comforts and 
Supports of AflSi&ion, Sicknefs, and Old A^e. 
The Minds therefore which they tet at EalTe, 
•are only thoie of impenitent Criminals and Male- 
•> ia&ors, and which, to the Good of Mandkind 
mould be in perpetual Terror and Alarm. ' 

I muft contefs, nothing is more ufoa) than for 
a Free-Thinker, in Proportion as the Xnfblenccof 
Scepticifm is abated in him by Years and Know- 
ledge, or humhled and beaten down by Sorrow 
or Sicknefs, to reconcile himfelf to the general 
Conceptions of reafonable Creatures 5 fo that 
we frequently fee the Apoftates turning from 
their Revolt toward the End of their Lives, and 
employing the Refufe of their Parts in promoting 
thofe Truths which they had before endeavoured 
to invalidate.

And to do further 
Jultice upon himfelf, defired 'em to tie an Halter 
about his Neck, as a Mark of that ignominious 
Punifhment, which in his own Thoughts he had 
fo juftly deferved. 

I would not have Perfecurkm fb far di (graced, 
as to with thefe Vermin might be* animadverted 
on by any Legal Penalties ; tho' I think it would 
be highly reafonable, that thofe few of then* 
who die in the Profefiions of their Intidelity,. 
fitould have fuch Tokens of Infamy fixed upofl^ 
them, as might diftinguifh thofe Bodies which 
are given up by the Owners to Oblivion and 
Putrefaction, from- thofe which reft in Hope,. ' 
and (hall rife in Glory. But at the fame Time 
that I am againft doing them the Honour of the 
Notice of our Laws, which ought not to fup- 
pofe there are fuch 'Criminals in- Being, I have 
often wondered, how they ca» be tolerated in.

But at the fame Time deiired hiro to 
rake Care .what he (aid when he (jpoke to a Man 
of Honour. A Man of Honour, lays die Major, 
Thou art an Jiiftdcl and a Blafphemer, and I 
fliall uie thee as fuch. In fhort, the Qy arret 
nn fo high, that the Major was dfriiredto walk 
out. Upon their coming into the Garden, the 
old Pel low advifed his^Antagonift to coniider the 
•Place into which one Pafs might drive him j but 
finding him grow upon him to a Degree of 
Scurrility, as believing the Advice proceeded 
from Fear; Sirrah, {ays he, If a Thunderbolt- 
does not ftrike the dead before I come at thee, 
lftalioot fail to chaftife thee frr thy Profane-* 
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nefs to thy Maker; and thy Sawcinefc to his Set-' 
vant. Upon this* he drew* his Sword, and cried 
out with a loud" Voice, The Sword of the Lord 
and of Gideon? which fo terrified his Antagoriift, 
that he was immediately difarmed, and thrown 
upon his Knees. In this Pofture he begged his 
Life ; but the Major refufed " to grant it, before 
he had asfccd'Paraon for his Offence in a Ihort 
extemporary* Prayer which the oM Gentleman 
di&ared to him upon the Spot, and which his 
Profelyte repeated after him in the Prefence of 
the whole Ordinary, that were now gathered 
about him in the Garden.

{ Reafon. But the Generality of the World are (b 
< far from walking by any fueh Maxim, that it is 
almoft a (landing Rule to do as others do, or be 
t ridiculous. 1 have heard my old Friend Mr. Hart 
j 0>eak it as an Obfervation among the Players, 
That it is impoilible to act with Grace, except 
^ the Actor has forgot that he is before an Audience. 
i Till he has arrived at that, his Motion, his Air, 
f his every Step and Gefture, has fomething in 
them which difcovers he is under a Reitraint for 
r ' Fear of being ill received; or if he conliders 
I himfelf as in the Pretence of thofe who approve 
i his Behaviour, you fee an Affectation of that 
; Pleafure run through his whole Carnage, It is 
' as common in Life, as upon the Stage, to behold 
a Man in the moft indifferent Action betray a 
\ Senfe he has of doing what he is about gracefully. 
Some have fuch an immoderate Relifh for Ap- 
' plauie, that they expect it for Things, which in 
thcmtelves arc fo frivolous, that it is impoflible, 
without this Affectation, to make them appear 
woithy cither of Blame or Praife. There is Will ' 
^Glare, fo paifionately intent upon being admired , 

thai 
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that when you fee him in publick Places, every 
Mufcle of his Face difcovers his Thoughts are 
fixed upon the Confideration of what Figure he 
makes. He will often fall into a muling rofture 
to attra& Obfervation, and is then obtruding 
himfelf upon the Company when he pretends to 
be withdrawn from k. Such little Arts are die 
certain and infallible Tokens of a fuperficial 
Mind, as the avoiding Obfervation is the Sign of 
a great and fublimc one. It is therefore extreme- 
ly difficult for a Man to judge even of his own 
A&ions, without forming to himfelf an Idea of 
what he (houkl aft, were it in his Power to exe- 
cute all his Defircs without the Obfervation of 
the reft of the World. There is an Allegorical 
Fable in Plato, which feems to adrnonifh us, 
That we are very little acquainted with our (elves, 
while we know our Actions are to pafs die Cen- 
fores of others $ but had we the Power to accom- 
plifh all our Wifhes unobferved, we fhould then 
eafily inform our felves how far we are poflefled of 
Real ancl Intriniick Virtue. The Fable I was- go- 
ing to mention, is that of Gyges, who is faidto 
have had an inchanted Ring, which had in it a 
miraculous Quality, making him who wore it 
vifible or inviiible, as he turned it to or from his 
Body. The Ufe Gyges made of his occailonal in- 
vifibility, was, by the Advantage of it, to vio- 
late a Queen, and murder a King* Tally takes 
Notice of this Allegory, and fays very handfom- 
ly, That a Man of Honour who had (uch a Ring, 
would a& juft in the fame Manner as he would 
do without it. It is indeed no fmall Pitch of 
Virtue under the Temptation of Impunity, and 
the Hopes of accompliflring all a Man's Delires, 
not to tranfgrefs the Rules of Juftice and Virtue; 
but this is rather not being an ill Man, than be* 
ing politively a good one $ and it feems wonder- 
ful, that fo great a Soul as that of Tulfy, fhould 
■not form to himfelf a Thoufand worthy A&ions 

which 
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which a virtuons Mind would be prompted to by 
rhc Pofieifion of fuch a Secret. There are cer- 
tainly fome Part of Mankind who are Guardian 
Beings to the other. Sailufi could iay of Cato, 
That he had rather be than appear gooa 5 but in- 
deed^ this Eulogium roie no higher than (as I juft 
now hinted) to an Inoffipnfivcnefs, rather than an 
a&ive Virtue. Had it occurred to the noble Ora- 
tor to reprefent, in his Language, the glorious*

cence and Generofity, it would certainly have 
made a more charming Page than any ne has 
now left behind him. How might a Man, fur- 
ntfhed with Gyges's Secret, employ it in bringing 
, together diftant Friends, laying Snares for crea- 
ting Good-will in the room of groundlefs Hatred ; 
in removing the Pangs of an unjuft Jealoufy, the 
[ Shynefs ofan imperfe& Reconciliation, and the 
1 Tremor of an awful Love? Such a one could 
give Confidence to baftiful Merit, and Confuiion 
to over-bearing Impudence.

(age, very thankful that we are not ran over for 
interrupting the Machine, that carries in it a Per- 
Cbn neither more handfome, wife, or valiant than 
the Meaneil of us.

World. This Paflaee fo exceedingly pleafed me, 
that as I fell infenliDiy into my Afternoon's Slum- 
ber, it wrought my Imagination into the follow- 
ing Dream. 

When Jupiter took into his Hands the Govern- 
ment of the World, the feveral Parts of Nature, 
with their Prefiding Deities, did Homage to him. 
One prefented him with a Mountain ©f Winds, 
another with a Magazine of Hail, and a third 
with a Pile of Thunder-bolts. The Stars ofifertl 
up their Influences ; the Ocean gave in his Tri- 
dent, the Earth her Fruits, and the Sun his Sea- 
£bns. Among the feveral Denies who came to 
" make their Court on this Occalion, the Deftinies 
advanced with two great Tuns carried before 
rhem, *ne of which they faed at the Right Hand 
of Jupiter as he fat upon his Throne, and the 
ether on his Left. The firft was filled with all 
the Bleflmgs^and the other with all the Calami- 
\ ties of Humane Life. Jupiter, in the Beginning 
of his Reign, finding the World much more in- 
socent than it is in this Iron Age, poured very 
plentifully out of the Tun that flood at his Right 
* Hand j but as Mankind degenerated, and became 
' ) unworthy of his Bleflings, he fet abroach the 
other Veffel, that filled the World with Pain and 
Poverty, Battles and Diftempers, Jealoufy and 
Faifhood , intoxicating Pieafures and untimely 
Deaths. 
He was aj length fb very niuch incenfed at the 
V great Depravation of Humane Nature, and the 
repeated Provocations which' he received frorn all 
Pans of the Earthy that having refolved tode- 

Stxoy 
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ftroy the whole Species, except Deucalion anxt 
Pyrrha, he commanded the Deftinics to gather up 
the Jileflings which he had thrown away upon the 
Sons of Men, and lay them up till the World 
fhould be inhabited by a more^ virtuous and defer- 
ring Race of Mortals.' . s 
The Threi Sifters immediately repaired to the 
Earth, in Search of the feveral Bleflings that had 
been (bartered on it 5 but found the Task which 
was enjoined them, tp be much more difficult 
than they had imagined. The hVlf Places they 
refbrted to, as the moft likely to fucceed in, were 
Cities/Palaces, and Con t ts ; but in (lead of meet- 
ing, with what they looked for* here, they found 
nothing but Envy, Repining, Unealinefs, and the 
liRe bitter Ingredients, of the Left-Hand VefTel. 
Whereas, to tneir great Surprize, they difcovered 
Content, ChearfuTnefs, Health, Innocence, and 
other the moft fubftantial Bleflings of Life, in 
Cottages, Shades, and Solitudes. 

There was another Circumftance no lefs unex- 
pected than the former, and which gave them 
very great Perplexity in the Difcharge of the 
Truft which Jupiter had committed to them. 
They obferved, that feveral Bleflings had dege- 
• nerated into Calamities, and that feveral Calami- 
ties had improved into Bleflings, according as 
they fell into the Pofieflion or wife or fooufti 
Men.

Calamities, like harm Fruits, cultivated in a good 
Soil, and enriched by proper Grafts and Inocula- 
tions, till they fwell with generous and delightful 
Juices, 

There was Mill a Third Circumftance that oc- 

cafioned as great aJSurpriz* to the Three Sifters 

V as either of the foregoing, when they difcovered 

feveral Bleflmgs and Calamities which had never 

been in either of the- Tuns that (food by the 

Throne ofjufiter, and were neverthelefs as great 

Occafions ofnappmefs or Mifery as any there, 

Thefc were that fpurious Crop of Bkffings and 

Calamities which were never fown by the Hand 

a pf the Deity, but grow of themfelves out of the 

-> Fancies and Difpoiitions of Hurnane Creatures. 

, Such are Drcfs, Titles, Place, Equipage, falfe 

Shame, and groundlefs Fear, with the Tike vain 

Imaginations that (hoot up in trifling) weak, and 

irrcfolute Minds. 

The Deftintes finding themfelves in (b great a 
Perplexity, concluded, that it would be impoffihle 
for them to execute the Commands that had been 
given them according to their firft Intention v for 
wheh Reafon they agreed to throw all the Blef- 
lings and Calamities together into one large Vet 
fel, and in that Manner offer them up at the FeeC 
of Jupiter. 

This was performed accordingly, the eldeft $£ 
. fter prefenting her felf before the VefTel, and in- 
troducing it with an Apology for what they had 
done.

But as Exerciie 
becomes tedious and painful when we make ufe of 
k only as. the Means of Health, (b Reading is ape . 
grow uneafy and burdenfbme, when we apply our ^ 
lelves to it only for our Improvement in Virtue* 
For thisReafbn, the Virtue which we gather from 
a Fable, or an Allegory, is like the Health we get 
by Hunting * as we are engaged in an agreeable 
Furfuit that draws us on with Pleafure, and 
makes us infenuble of the Fatigues that accom- 
pany it. 

After this Preface, I (hall fet down a very 
beautiful Allegorical Fable out of the great Poet 
whom I mentioned in my lad Paper, and whom: 
it is very difficult to lay afide when one is enga- 

Sed in the reading of himT And this I particularly ^ 
efign for the Ufe of feveral of my FairCorrefpon- 
dews, who ia thek Letters have complained to 

sac* 
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me, that they have loil the AifeSions of their 
Husbands, and defire my Advice how to recover 
them. 

Juio, fays H*mer y feeing her Jupiter {eated on 
the Top of Mount Ida, and knowing that he had 
conceived an Averiion to her, began to ftudy how 
flie thouid regain his Affections, and make her felf 
\ amiable to him. With this thought (he* immedi- 
ately retired into her Chamber, where {he bathed 
her felf in Ambrofia, which gave her Perfbn all its 
Beauty, and difTufed fo civme an Odor, as re- 
frefhed all Nature, and fweeten'd both Heaven 
and Earth. She let her immortal Treflcs flow in 
the raoft graceful Manner, and took a particular 
Care to drefs her felf in (evecal Ornaments, 
which the Poet defcribes at length, and which 
the Goddefs chofe out as the moll proper to fet 
off her Pcrfon to the beft Advantage. In the next 
Place, (he made a Viut to Venus, the Deity who 
pretides over Love, and begged of her, as a par- 
ticular Favour, that (he would lend her for a 
while thofe Charms with which fhe fubdued the 
Hearts both of Gods and Men. For, ^fays the 
Goddefs, I would make ufe of them to reconcile 
the Two Deities, who took Care of me in my 
Infancy, and who, at prefent, are at {b great a 
Variance, that they are eftranged from each 
other's Bed. Venus was proud of an Opportunity 
of obliging fo great z Goddefs, and therefore 
made her a Prefent of the Cefius which (he ufed 
to wear about her own Waft,, with Advice to hide 
it in her Bofom till (he had accomplished her In- 
tention. This Cefius was a fine Party-coloured 
Girdle, which, as Homer tells us, had all the At- 
tractions of the Sex wrought into it. The Four 
principal Figures in the Embroidery were Love, 
Defire, Fondnefs of Speech, and Converfation > 
filled with that Sweetnefs and Complacency^ 
which, (ays the Poet, infeniibly (leal away tfte- 
Hearts of the wifeft Meru 
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Juno, after having made thefe necefTary Prepa- " 
lotions, came as by Accident into the Prefence of 
Jupiter, who is faid to have been as much infla- 
med with her Beauty, as when he firfi: ftole to her 
Embraces without the Confent of their Parents, . 
Juno, to cover her real Thoughts, tol'd him' as \ 
fhc had told Venus, That (he was gging to make 
a Viiit to Oceamts and Tetkys* He prevailed upon 
tier to flay with him, protefting to. her, that {he 
appeared more amiable in his Eye, than ever any | 
mortal, Goddefs» or even her ielf, had appeared 
to him till that Day. The Poet then rep. efents, 
"him in fe great an Ardour, that ( without going 
up to the Houfe which had been built by the 
Hands of Vulcan according to Juno's Direction ) 
he threw a Golden Cloud over their Heads as 
they fat upon the Top of Mount Ida, while the 
Earth beneath them fprung up in Lotus's, Saf- 
frons, Hyacinths, and a Bed of the. fofteft Flowers 
for their Repofe. 

Thisclofe Tranilation of one of the fined Pa£ 
Fages in Homer ; may fuggeft abundance of Inflru- 
€hon to a Woman who has a Myid to preferve or 
recall the Affection of her Husband. The Care 
of the Per{bn, and the; Drefs, with the particular 
Blandithments woven in -the ICeftus, are fb plainly 
recommended by this Fable, and fd indifpenfibly 
neceflary in every Female who deiires to pleafe, 
that they heed no further Explanation, The Dif r 
cretion likewife in covering all Matrimonial Quar- 
rels from the Knowledge of others, is taught in 
the pretended Viiit to Tethys> in the Speech where 
Ju?w addrefles her felf to Venus -; as the chart and 
prudent Management of a Wife's Charms is inti- 
mated by the tame Pretence for her appearing be- , 
fore "jupiier, and by the Concealment of the Cefius 
in her Bofom. 

, I fliall leave this Tale to the Consideration of 
fnch good Houfewives who are never well dref- , 
fed but when they are Abroad, and think it ne- 
ceflary 
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ceflary to appear more agreeable to all Men living 
than their Husbands : As alfo to thofe prudent 
Ladies, who, to avoid the Appearance of being 
over-fond, entertain their Husbands with Indiffe- 
rence, Averfion, fullen Silence, or exasperating 
Language.

Brisket; not to mention the Hiftory .of the Sqrloin, 
or the Inlliturion 4>£ the Order of Beef- Eaters, 
which are all fo many evident and undeniable 
\ Marks of the great Refped which our Warlike 
Predeceflbrs have paid to this excellent Food. 
The Tables of the ancient Gentry of this Nation 
were epvcied thrice a Day with hot Roaft-Beef 5 
and I am credibly informed, by an Antiquary 
who has fearched the Regifters, in which the 
Bills of Fare of the Court_ave recorded, that ia- 
ftead of Tea and Bread and Butter, which have 
prevailed of late Years, the Maids . of • Honour 
in Queen Elizabeth's Time were allowed Three 
Rumps of Beef for their Breakfaft. Mutton has 
likewife been in great Repute among our valiant 
Countrymen, but was foimerly obferved j:o be 
the Food rather of Men of nice and delicate Ap- 
petites, than thofe of ftrong and rojjuft Ccnftitu- 
tions.

Daniel the Hiitorian, who takes Notice, That in 
all Taxes upon Provifions, during the Reigns of 
foreral of our Kings, there is nothing mentioned 
betides the Flefh of fuch Fowl and Cattle as 
were arrived at theiv full Growth, and were ma- 
nure for Slaughter.

T look upon a French 
Ragouit to be as pernicious to the Stomach as a 
Glafs of Spirits ; and when I have feen a young 
Lady fwailow all the Instigations of high Soups, 
feaibned Sauces, and forced Meats,.! have won- 
dered at the Defpair or tedious Sighing of her 
J_*overs. ' • 

The Rules among thefe falfe Delicates, are to 
be as Contradictory as they can be to Nature.' 

Without expecting the Return of Hunger, they 
eat for an Appetite, and prepare Difhes not to al- 
lay, but to excite it. ^ 

They admit of nothing at their Tables, in its 3 
natural Form, or without (bme Difguife. 

They are to eat every Thing before it comes 
in Seaion, and to leave it off as foon as it is good 
, to be eaten. 

They are not to approve any Thing that is 
agreeable to ordinary Palates 5 and nothing is to 

gratify 

S 
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gratify their Senfes* bat what would offend thoCe 
of their Inferiors. 

I remember I was laft Summer invited to a 
Friend's Houfe, who is a great Admirer of the 
French Cookery, and (as the Phrafe is} ems well. 
At our fittinc down, I found the Table covered 
with a great Variety of unknown Diflics. I was 
mightily at a Loft to learn what they were, and 
therefore did not know where to help my (elf. 
That which flood before me, I took to be a 
xoafted Porcupine, however did not care for ask- 
ing Queftions $ and have fmqe been informed, that 
it was only a larded Turkey. I afterwards palled 
my Eye over feveral Haihes, which I do not 
know the Names of to this Day 5 and hearing 
that they were Delicacies, did not think fit to 
meddle with them. 

Among other Dainties, I faw fomething like a 
Pheafant, and therefore defired to be helped to a 
Wing of it j but to my great Surprise, my Friend 
told me it was a Rabbet, which is a fort of Meat 
I never cared for. At laft I difcovered, with fome 
toy, a Pig at the lower End of the Table, and 
begged a Gentleman that was near it to cut me 
a Piece of it* Upon which the Gentleman of the 
Houfe (aid, with great Civility, I am fure you 
will like the Pig, for it was whipped to Death. 
I muft confefs, 1 heard him with Horror, and 
could not eat of an Animal that had died k> tra- 
gical a Death* I was now in great Hunger and 
Confufion, when, raethought, I fmelled the a- 
greeable Savour of Road Beef, but could not tell 
from which Drib it arofc, though I did not que- 
ftion but it by di(g\rifed in one of them. Upofl 
turning my Head, I faw a noble Sirloin on the 
Side-Table fmoaking in the moft delicious Man- 
ner. I had Recourie to it more than once, and 
<6usd riot fee, without fome Indignation, that 
fcbftfRtial Etiglifh Di(h baniihed in &> igno- 
minious 
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tninious a Manner, to. make Way for Frwck 
Kickftiaws. 

The. Deiert was brought up at laft, which in 
Truth was as extraordinary as any Thing that 
had come before ic The whole, when ranged 
in its proper Order, looked like a very beautiful 
Winter-Piece. There were feveral Pyramids of t 
Candy'd Sweetmeats, that hung like Icicles^ * 
with Fruits fcatter ed up and down, and hid in am. 
artificial kind of Froft. At the fame Time there 
were great Quantities of Cream beaten up inte 
a Snow, and near them little Plates of Sugar- 
Plumbs, difpofed like fo many Heaps of Hail* 
ftones, with a Multitude of Congelations in Jel-» 
lies or various Colours. I was indeed lb pleated 
with the feveral Objects which lay before me, 
that I did not care for difplacing any of them, 
and was half angry with the relt ot the Com^_ ,

Upon this Account, I have been always very 
much delighted with meditating on, the Soul^s 
Immortality, and in reading the feveral Notions 
which the wifeft of Men,, both ancient and mo- 
dern, have entertained on that Subje£h What 
the Opinions of the greateft Philofophers have 
been, I have feveral Times hinted at, and fhall 

*•. give an Account of them from Time to Timers 
Occation requires. It may likewife be worth 
while to confider, what Men of the moft exalted 
Genius, and elevated Imagination, have, thought 
of this Matter. Among thefe. Fhmer ftands 

, up as a Prodigy ©f Mankind, tnat looks down 

•? upon the reft of Humane Creatures as a Species 
beneath him. Since he is the moft ancient Hea- 
then* 
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then Author, we may guefs from his Relation^ 
what were the common Opinions in his Time 
concerning the State of the Soul after Death. 
Ufyjfer, lie tells us, made a Voyage to the Re- 

tions of- the Dead, in order to confult Tirefias- 
ow he (hould return to his own Country, and 
recommend himfelf to the Favour of the Gods. 
The Poet fcarce introduces a tingle Perfonjfwho* i 
doth not (iiggeft fome ufefui Precept to his Rea- 
der, and deligns his Defcription ot the Dead for 
the Amendment of the Living. 

Ufyjfes, after having made a very plenteous Sa- 
crifice, fat him down by the Pool of Holy Blood* 
which attracted a prodigious Afiembly or Ghofts 
of all Ages and Conditions, that hovered about 
the Hero, and fcafted upon the Steams of his 
Oblation. The flrft he knew}' was the Shade of V 
Elpenor, who, to (how the Activity of a Spirit a- 
bove that of Body, is reprefented as arrived there 
long before Ufyffes, not with (landing the Winds 
and Seas had contributed all their Force to haften 
his Voyage thither. This Etpenor, to infpire the 
Reader with a Deteftation of Drunkenneft, and. 
at the fame Time with a rettgiouiXare of doing 3 
proper Honours to the Dead, defcribesiiimfelf as 
naving brokerfhis Neck in a Debauch of Wine $ ? 
and begs Utyfei^ thzt for the Repofe of his Soul,, !> 
he would build a Monument over him, andpef- 
fbrrfyFuneral Rites to his Memory. Ufr/fr 'with ^ 
great Sorrow of Heart*promifes to fulnlhis Re- "7 
queft, and is immediately diverted to an Object 
much more moving than the former. The Ghofb 
of hisjown Mother Anticlea, whom he frill/ 
thought living, appears to him among the Multi- » 
tude of Shades that furrounded?liim^ and fitsA 
4own at a fraall Diftance frora hira by the Lake 
or* Blood, without (peaking to him, or knowing 
who he was. Ulyjfes was exceedingly troubled 
at tbe .Sight, and could not forbear weeping as he 
kpok'd upon herf But being all along fcti&th- as. J ;> « w -, 

aPauv 
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a Pattern of consummate Wifdom, he makes his 
Afteclion give Way to Prudence j and therefore, 
upon- his feeing Tirefiaf, does not reveal himfelf 
to his Mother, till he had confuted that great 
'. Prophet i who was the Occafion of this his De- 
scent into the JEmpire of the Dead. Ttrefia* ha- 
) ving cautioned him to keep himfelf and his Com- 
panions free from the Guilt of Sacrilege, and to 
pay his Devotions to all the Gods, promifes him 
afafc Return to his Kingdom and Family, and 
a happy old Age in the Enjoyment of thern. 

The Poet having thus with great Art kept the 
Curiolity of his Reader in SuTpence, represents 
his wife Man, after the Difpatcn of his Burinefs 
with Tirefias y as yielding himfelf up to the Calls 
of natural A fk&ion, and making himfelf known 
to his Mother. Her Eyes are no fooner opened, 
hat fhe cries out in Ttars, Oh my Son! and en- 

auires into the Occafions that brought him tin- 
jier, and the Fortune that attended him. ' 
Ulyffes on the other Hand deiires to know,, 
what the Sicknefs was that had lent her into 
thofe Regions, and the Condition in which the 
had left his Father, his Son, and more particu- 
larly his Wife. She tells him, they^were all 
y Three inconfolable form* AMence $ ana as for my 
ftlf, fays fhe, "That was the Sicknefs of which I* 
died. My Impatience for your Return, my Anxiety 
for your Welfare ; ana my Fmdnefs for my Dear 
Uly fles, were the only Diftempers that prey*d upon 
my Life, and feparated my Soul from- my Body- 
t Wyffes was melted With thefe Expreifions of Ten- 
Sdernefs, and Thrice endeavoured to catch the 
Apparition in his Arms, that he rnlght hold his 
Mother to his Bofbm and weep over her. 

This gives the Poet Occaiion to defcribette 
Notion the Heathens at that Time had of an i£f 
bodied Soul, in the Excufe which the Mother 
makes for feeming to withdraw her (elf from her 
Son's Embraces. The £?*/, iays Jhe, it competed 

neither 
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neither* of Bines, Ftejb, nor Smews, but teams Be- 
hind her aS thofe Incumbrances of Mart alky to be: 
consumed on the Funeral Pile. As fion asjhe bat 
thus cafi her Burthen, Jhe makes her Efcape, and 
files away from it like a Dream. 

When this melancholy Converfation is at air 
'End, the Poet draws up to View as charming a 
•Vifion-as could enter into Man*s Imagination^ 
Me defcribes the next who appeared to Utyjfes, to**" f 
have been the Shades of the fineft Women that 
had ever lived upon the Earth, and who had ei- 
ther been the Daughters of Kings, the Miftrefles 
of Gods, or Mothers of Heroes, fuch as Antiope, 
uglcmena, Led*, „ Ariadne, Ipbimedia, Eripbylc, 
and feveral others of whom he gives a Catalogue,,** 
•with a (hort Hiftory of their Adventures. The 
beautiful Affembly of Apparitions were allga- . 
thered together about the Bloodl Each* of them, 3 f\ 
fays Wyjjes, fas a gentle Satyr upon Female Va- 
nity) gvying me an Account of her Birth and Fa* 
tnik. This Scene of extraordinary Women, feems 
to have been defigncd by the Poet as a Lecture of 
Mortality to the whole Sex, and\ to put> tfremii** 
Mind ot what they muft expect, notwithftand- 
ing the greateft Perfections, and higheft Honours, , 
they can arrive at. 

The Circle of Beauties at length difappeared,* 
and was fucceeded by the Shades of feveral Gr*- r 
cian* Heroes who had been engaged with Ulylfes - l 
in the Siege of Troy* The'Firft that approached' \: 
was Agamemnon, theGeneraliflimo of that great 
Expedition, who^at the Appearance of bis old 1 
Friend wept very bitterly J" and without faying -% ,^ 
any Tiling to him, endeavoured 1 to grafp him by 
the Hand; UfyJJes, who was much moved at the 
Sigtyr, pour'd out a Flood of. Tears, and ask'd^ '*' 
him the Occafion of his Death, which Agamem- 
non related to him in allits-Tfagfcal Circumftan- 
ccs 5 how he was miHtherett -at a Banauet"by the . • . * v

I am extremely pleafed with the Companions 
which the Poet in the next Description alligns to j 
f ^ { *T Achilles. Achilles (fays the Hero)*came uf> to me* 
.^, \{vith Patroclus and AntilochusX By^which we 
may fee that it was Homer's Opinion, and proba- 

fS bly that of the Age he lived in, thatfthe Friead- 
Xhips which are made ^mong the Living;, will 

h likewife continue among the Dead. AchiUes en- 
quires after the Welfare of his Son, and of his 
Father, with a Fiercenefs of the fame Character 
that Homer has every where exprcflfed in the , 
A&ions of his Life. The Paflage relating to his ! 
Son is fo extremely beautiful, that I mutt not omit 
it. UlyJfeSy after having defcribed him as wife 
in Council, and a&ive in War, and mentioned 
the Foes whom he had flain in Battle, adds an 
Obfervation that he himfelf had made of his Be- 

, haviour whilft he lay in the Wooden Hflrfe. 

> Moft of the Generals (fays he) v 'that were with us, 

v -.' either wept or trembled ; As for your Son y I neither 
faw him wipe a Tear from his Cheeks, or change hit 
Countenance. On the contrary, he would often lay 

bts 
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•his Hand upon his Sword, or grafp hi* Spear, as 
impatient to employ them againfhhe Trojans. He 
then informs his bather of the great Honour and 
Rewards which he had purchafed before Troy h 
and of his Return from it without a Wound. 
The Shade of Achilles, fays the Poet, was fo 
pkafed with the Account he received of his Son, 
that he enquired no further* but ftaiked away 
-with more than ordinary Majefly over the green 
Meadow that lay before them. 

This laft Circumftance of a deceaftd Father's 
rejoicing in the Behaviour of his Son, is very 
finely contrived by Homer, as an Incentive to 
Virtue, and made ufc of by none. thatlkn©w 
beiides himfelf. ^ • . 

The Defcriprion of Ajax* which follows, and " 
his refuting to fpeak to ulyj/'es, who had won the 
Armour or Achilles from him, and by that Means 
occalioned his Death, is admired by every one 
that reads it. When' Ulyjfes relates the Sullerfc 
nefs of his Deportment, and coniiders the Great- 
ne{s of the Hero, he expreflfes himfelf with ge* 
ncrous and noble Sentiments.*' Oh ! that I had • 
never gained a Prize which coft the Life- of fo bravs 
a Man as Ajax ! Who, for the Beauty of his Perf$n t 
and Greatnep of his Aftions, was inferior to nam 
but the Divine Achilles. The fame noble Con- 
defcenfion, which never dwells but in. truly great 
Minds, and fuch as Homer would reprefcnt that 
of Ulyjfes to have been, difcovers it felf like wife 
in the Speech which he made to the Ghoft of 
Ajax on that Occaiion.'-'DA? Ajax ! fays he, WiS J 
\ you keep your Refentments even after Death 1 What 
JDcftruaions hath this, fatal Armour brought upmz 
the Greeks, by robbing them of you, who were their 
Bulwark and Defence? Achilles is not more bitter- 
ly lamented among us than you. Impute not then 
your Death to any one but Jupiter, who out of his 
Anger jo the Greeks, took you away from among 
them : Let me entreat you to approach me $ rejlram j 
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ib* Fiertmfc if y*w Wrath, and the Greatntfs ff 
jour Soul, and hear what I have to fay to you. 
Ajax, without making a Reply, turned hh 6adt 
upon him, and retired into a Crowd of Ghofts. 

UJyfes, after all thefe Vifions, took a View of 
thofe impious Wretches who lay in Tortures for 
the Crimes they had committed upon the Earth, 
whom he defcribes under all the Varieties of 
Pain, as fo many Marks of Divine Vengeance, 
to deter others from following their Example. 
He then tells us, That notwithftanding he had a 
great Curiofity to fee the Hero's^that lived in 
the Ages before him, the Ghofts began to ga- 
ther about him in fuch prodigious Multitudes, 
and with fuch a Confufion of Voices, that his 
Heart trembled as he faw himfelf amidft fo 
great a vScenc of Honors. He adds. That he 
was afraid left fome hideous Spe&re mould ap- 
pear to him, that might terrify him to Diftraclion / 
and therefore withdrew in Time. 

I queftion not but my Reader will be pleafed 
with this Defcription of a future State, repre* 
ftmed' by fuch a noble and fruitful* Imagination, 
mat had nothing to direct it befides me Light 
of Nature, and the Opinions of a dark and ig- 
norant Age.

fented as tuning a Theorbo. The fame Kind of 

Humour runs through the whole Piece. 

I have often from this Hint imagined to my 
{elf, that different Talents in Difcourte *»ight be 
\ fhadowed out after the fame Manner by different 
Kinds of Muiick ; and that the feveral converfa- 
ble Parts of Mankind in this great City, might 
be caft. into proper Characters and Divilions, as 
they referable feveral Internments -that are in 
Ufe among the Mailers of Harmony. Of thefe 
-therefore, in their Order, and Firft of the 
Drum. 

Your Drums are the Blufterersin Convcrfatioh, 

<that with a loud Laugh, unnatural Mirth, and a 

Torrent of Noife, domineer in publick Aflem- 

blies, over-bear Men of Senfe, itun their Com- 

S anions, and fill the Place they are in with a*rat- 
ng Sound, that hath feldocn any Wit, Humour, 
or good Breeding io tr. The Drum notwith- 
ftanding, by this boiflerous Vivacity, is very 
-proper to impofe upon the Ignorant,- and in 
'Converfation with Ladies^ who ave not ^of the I 
iineft Taft, often paiTes for a Man of Mirth and 
Wir* and tor wonderful pleafant Company. I 
need not obferve, that the Emptinefs of the 
Drum very much contributes to rs Noife. 

The Lute is a Chara&er dire&ly oppofite to 
the Drum, that founds very &iejy by it fclf, or

in a very fmall Confort. Its Note* are exquifae 
ly fweet, and very low, eafily drowned in * 
Multitude of Inftrumcnts, and even loft among 
a few, unlefs you give a particular Attention, to 
rr. A Lute is feldom heard in a Company o* 
more than Five, whereas a N Drum will thow $ 
\ felf to Advantage irt"an Affembly of Five him 
dred. The Lutanifts therefore are Men of a fine 
Genius, uncommon Refle&ion, great Afrabiliry, 
and efteemed chiefly by Perfons of a good Tail, 
who are -the only proper Judges of fo "delightful 
and fort a Melody. 

The Trumpet is an Inftrument that lias in it 
<no Compafs of Mufick, or Variety of Sound, but 
is notwithftanding very agreeable, fo long as it 
keeps within its Pitch. It has not above Four or 
Five Notes, which are however very pleating, 
and capable of exquifke Turns and Modulations. 
The Gentlemen who fall under this Denomina- 
tion, are your Men of the moil: fafhionable Edu- 
cation ana refined Breeding, who have learned a 
certain Smoothnefs of Difcourfe, and Sprightli- 
ne& of Air, from the polite Company they have 
kept ; but at the fame Time have fhallow Parts, 
weak Judgments, and a fhort Reach of Under- 
Handing : A Playhoufe, a Drawing-Room, a Ball, 
a Vifiting-Day, or a Ring at Hide- Park, are the 
few Notes they are Mailers of, which they touch 
upon in all Conversions. The Trumpet how- 
ever is a ne-cefTary Inftrument about a Court, and 
a proper Enlivener of a Confort, tho* of no 
great Harmony by it felf. 

Violins are the lively, forward, importunaw 
Wits, that diftingurfh themfalves by the Flqu- 
rifhes of Imagination, Sharpnefs of Repartee, 
Glances of Satyr, and bear away the upper/part 
m every Confort. I cannot however but obleYve, 
That when a Man is not difpos'd to hear Muiick, 
there is not a more difagreeable Sound in Har- 
mony than that of a Violin, 

There 
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There is another Muilcal Irifrrurncnfc which in 
mow frequent in this Nation than any other ; I 
mean your Bafs-Viol, which grumbles in the 
Bottom of the Conform, and with a furly Mafcu- 
. lino Sound^rengthens the Harmony, and te"nv \ 
r pers the Sweetnefs of the feveral Inftruments 
} that play along with it. The Bafs-Viol is an In- 
[ ftrqment of a quite different Nature to theTrum- 
[ pet, ancj,may iignitie Men of rough Senfe, and un- 
\ polifh'd Parts, who do not love to hear themfelves 2- 
l talk, but fometimes break out with an agreeable 
r Bluntnefs, uncxpe&ed Wit, and fuily PleafantriesV 3 
f to the rfo fmall Diverfion of their Friends and 
•* Companions. In (hort^I look upon every fen- r 
. fcble true-born Britain to be naturally a Bafc- *t % * 

Viol. 
J As for your Rural Wits, who talk with great 
^^Lloquence and Alacrity of Foxes, Hounds, Hor- 
-•] fes, Quickfet Hedges, and Six- Bar Gates, double 
^Ditches, and broken Necks, I am in Poubt, 
(j : -whether I {hould give them a Place in the con- 
tt j - verfable WorlcL However, if they will content 
jt themfelves with being raifed to the Dignity of 
, rt Hunting-Horns^ I fhalldeiire for the future that ^ 
\i they may be known by that Name. 

I mull not here omit the Bagpipe Species, tlAt 
will entertain yon from Morning to Night with 
the Repetition of the few l$otes, which are play'd 
over and over, with th^crpetual Humming of a 1 
Drone running underneath them. Thefe are your 
a» dull, heavy, tedious Story-Tellers, the Load and 
Burthen of Converfat ions, that fet up for Men 
ju'H-of Importance, by knowing (ecret Hiftory, and 
jtiving an Account of Tranfa&ions, that whether 
ttiey ever caffed in the World or not, doth not 
tiglify an Halfpenny to its Inftru&ion,or its Wel- 
fare*. Some have obferved, That # the Northern 
^ Parts of this Iilaad is more particularly fruitful in 
ai-j Bagpipes. 
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There arc (b very few Perfbns who are Matters 
in every Kind of Converfation, and can talk osi 
all Subjects, thtt I don't know, whether we 
ftjouid make a diftin& Species of them : Never- 
theless, that my Scheme may not be defective, 
for the Sake of thofe few who are endowed with 
fuchextraoidinary Talents, I flball allow them 
to be Harpikords, a Kind of Muiick which 
every one knows is a Contort by it felf. 

As for^/your Paffing-BeUs, who look xypa 
Mirth at Criminal, and talk of nothing but whan: 
*& melancholy in it felf, and mortifying to Hu- 
mane Nature, I (hall not mention them. 

I fhall J Ike wife pafs over in Silence all the 
Rabble of Mankind, that crowd oar Streets, Co£- 
fec-houfes, Feafts, and publick Tables. I can- 
not call their Difcouvie Converfation, bvtt rather 
ibmething that is ora&ifed in Imitation of it. 
For which Reafon, if I would defcribe them by 
my Muhcal Inftrument, it fhould be by thofe 
modern Inventions of the Bladder and String, 
Tongs and Key, Marrow-Bone and Clever. 

My Reader will doubtlek obierve, That I have 
only touched here upon Male Infhtnnents, ha- 
ving referved my Female Confort to another Oc- 
cation. If he has* Mind to know where thefe 
feveral Character* are to be met with, I could 
&re& him to a whole Club of Drums ; not to 
mention another of Bagpipes, which 1 have be- 
fore given fome Account or in my Description of 
Our Nightly Meetings in Sheer-Lane. The Lutes 
may often be met with in Couples upon the 
Banks of a Chryftal Stream, or in the Retreats 
of ihady Woods and Howry Meadows* which 
for different Reafons are likewife the great R£- 
foit of your Hnntinc-Hoins.*- 'Bate-Viols are fre- 
quently to be found over a Glafs of ftale Bfoer 
»nd a Pipe of Tobacco; whereas thofe who fct 
up for Violins, feldom fail to make their Appea- 
rance at Will's once every Evening. You may 

a meet 
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meet with a Trumpet anywhere on the other 
Side of Cksring-Crofs. 

That we may draw fomething for our Advan- 
tage in Life out of the foregoing Difcourfc, \ 
nauft entreat my Reader to make a narrow Search 
into his Life and Conversation, and upon his lea- 
ving any Company, to examine himfelf fcri- 
oufly, whether he has behaved himfelf in it like 
a Drum or a Trumpet, a Violin or a Bafs-Viol$ 
and accordingly endeavour to mend his Muiick 
for the future. Formy own Part, I muft confefs, 
I was a Drum for many Years $ nay, and a very 
noify one, till having poWhed my lelf a little in 
good Company, I threw as much of the Trum- 
pet into my Converfation as was poftible for a 
Man of an impetuous Temper, by which Mixture 
of different Muficks, I look upon my (elf, during 
the Courfe of many Years, to have refembled a 
Tabor and Pipe. I have iince very much endea- 
voured at the Sweetnefs of the Lute* but in 
Spjght of all my Refolutions, I muft confefs 
with great Confufion, that I find my felf daily 
degenerating into a Bagpipe 5 whether it be the 
Effect of my old Age, or of the Company I 
keep, I know not. All that I can do, is to 
keep a Watch over my ^Converfation, and to 
{Hence the Drone as foon as I find it begin 
■* to hum in -my Difcourfe, being determined ra- 
ther to hear the Notes of others, than to play 
out of Time, and incroach upon their Parts in 
the Confort by the Noife of fo tirefome an 
Inftrument.

^ teveral Inhabitants, whoic Natures are wonder- 
filly fuited to the Situation of the Place, as be- 
ing either the Occafions or Refcmblances of 

Death. 
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Death. Of the firft Kind are the Shadows of 
Sicknefc, Old Age, Pear, Famine, and Poverty ? I 
(Apparitions very terrible to behold) with feve- 
ral others, as Toil, War, Contention, and Di(l 
cord, which contribute all or" them to people 
this common Receptacle of Humane Souls. As 0. 
this was likewife a very proper Reiidence for 
every Thing that refembles Death, the Poet tells 
«s,.That Sleep, whom he reprefents as a near 
Relation to Death, has like wile his Habitation; "~ ' 
in thefe Quarters, and defcribes in them a huge 
gloomy Elm-Tree, which feems a very proper 
Ornament r#r the Place, and is poifefled by an 
innumerable Swarm of Dreams, that hang in 
Gutters under everyJLeaf of it. He then gives 
us a Lift of Imaginary Perfbns, who very natu- 3 
rally he within the Shadow of the Dream-Tree, 
as being of the fame Kind of Make in them- ^ , s 
felves, and the Materials or (to ufe Shake/pear's *r , * 
Ph: afe) the Stuff of which Dreams are made* 
Such are the Shades of the Giant with a Hun- 
drcd Hands, and of his Brother with Three Bo- 
dies 5 of the doubk-faapMCjp^Mr, and Sylla^ ^ T« 
the Gorgon *with Snakcy Hair the fiarpy ; with * t 
a Woman's Face and Lion's Talons ; the Seven- 
headed Hydr*\ and the Cbtmjtra, which breaths 1 
forth a riame, and is a Compound of Three 
Animals. Thefe feveral mix'cr" Natures, the J t> 
Creatures of Imagination, are not only introdu- * 
<:ed with great An after the Dreams ; but as ' 
they are planted at the very Entrance, and with- 
in the very Gates of thofe Regions, do probably 
denore^he wild Deliriums and Extravagancies of 
Fancvrwhich the Soul ufually falls into when (he * ' 
js juSjt upon the Verge of Death. 

Tlius far AZnras travels in an Allegory. The * 

reft of the Defcription is drawn with great Ex- 
a&nefs, according to the Religion of the Hea- 
thens, and the Opinions of the Platonick Philo- 
fophy.

dred Years upon the Banks of Styx. This was 
probably an Invention of the Heathen Prieft- 
nood/to make the People extremely careful of 
performing proper Rites -and Ceremonies to the 
Memory of the Dead. I (hall not however, with 
the infamous Scribblers of the Age, take an Oc- 
cauon from fuch a Circumftancc, to run into 
Declamations agairtftPvieftcraft, but rather look 
upon it even hv-this'Light as a Religious Artifice, 
to raife in the Minds of Men an Etteem for the 
Memory of* their #orefathevs7 and a Define to re- 
commend thcmfelves to that of Pofterity ; as ak 
fofto excite in them an Ambition of imitating 
the Virtues of the Deceafed, and to keep alive in 
their Thoughts the Senfe of the Sours Itnmor- 
rtality. tfn a Word, «wc may fay in Defence of 
the fewe Opinions relating to the Shades of 
unburied Peribns, what hath been faid by fornc 
of our Divines in Regard to the rigid Docmnes 
^concerning the Souls of fuch who die without 
being initiated into our Religion, That fuppoung 
-they ftiould be erroneous, they can do no Hurt 
tto the Dead, and will have a good £0e& upon 
vthe Living, in making them cautious of neg- 
lecting fuch necefiary Solemnities.

As for the Second of 
thefe, Virgil adds with great Beauty, That Mi- 
nos, the Judge of theJDead, is employed in giving ^ 
them a Rehearing, and afligning them their 3 
feveral Quarters Citable to the Parts they a£ted' 
in Life. The Poet, after having mentioned the 
Souls of thofe unhappy Men who deilroyed . 
themfelves, breaks out into a fine Exclamation $*\ ^* 
Ob ! how gladly, fays he, would they now endure 
[ life with all its Miferies! But the Defiinies forbid ' 
I their Return io^Earth, and the Waters of Styx /«r- 
1 round them with Nine Streatns that are unpajjable* ■ ^ 
It is very remarkable, that Virgil % notwithltand- 7 
ing Selt-murther was fb frequent among the ^ 
Heathens, and had been pra&tfed by fome of the 

treated Men in the very Age before him, hath 
ere reprefented it as fo heinous a Crimed But ^ 
in this Particular he was guided by the Dodbincs 
of hisgreat Matter Plato, who fays on this Sub- 
ject, That a Man is placed in his Station of Life 
liice a Soldier in his proper Poll, which he is 
not to auit "whatever may happen, until he is f & 
called' off by his Commander who planted hinr 
in it. 

There is another Point in the Platonick PKiloi 
ibjphy, which Virgil has made the Ground- work 
of the greateft Part in the Piece we are now exa- 
mining, having with wonderful Art and Beauty 
matenattVcTJif I may fo call it ) a Scheme of ab- l! ' 
ftfa&ed Notions, and cloathed the moft nice re-* 
fined Conceptions of Philofophyhvbeniible InVa-. 
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ges, and Poetical Reprefentations. The Hato- 
nifts tell us, That the Soul, during her Resi- 
dence in the Body, contracts many virtuous and 
vicious Habits, to as to become a beneficient, 
mild, charitable, or an angry, ,^palicious, re- 
\ 1 vengeful Being : A Subftance inflam'd with Luft, 
Avarice, and Pride 5 or, on the contrary, bright- 
3 cn'tr with pure, generous, and humble Difpofi- 
tions : That thefe and the like Habits of Virtue 
and Vice growing into the very Eflence of the 
Soul, furvive and gather Strength in her after 
her Diffolution : That the Torments of a vicious 
Soul in a future State ariie principally from tho& 
importunate PaflSons which are not capable of 
being gratified without a Body 5 and that on the 
contrary, the Happinefs of virtuous Minds very 
much confifts in their being employed in fublime 
Speculations, innocent Diverfions, fociable Af- 
fections, and all the Extaiies of PalTion and Rap- 

U V turc 'which are agreeable to reafonable Na- 
tures, and of which they gained a Relifh in this 

• Life. 

b Upon this Foundation, the Poet raifes that 
beautiful Defcription of the fecret Haunts and 4 
Walks, which he tells us are inhabited by de~

The Poet in the next Place mentions another

?any, and pleafed with the Exercife of Arms. 
!e there, reprefents the Gracian Generals and 
common^Soldiers who perifhed in the Siege of ^ 
Troy as drawn up in Squadrons, and terrified at 3 
the Approach of Mntas y which renewed in them 
thofe imprcflions of Fear they had before re- 
ceived injpattle with the Trojans. He afterwards , 
likewife, upon the fame Notion, gives a View \ 
of the Trojan Heroes who lived in former Ag*s, 
amidft a vjlionary Scene of Chariots and Arms, 
flowry Meadows, (hining Spears, and generous ^ 
Steeds , y which he tells us were their Pie afures <3 
upon Earth, and now make up their Happmefs 
in Elyfium. For the fame Reafbn alfo, he men- 
tions others as ringing Pxans, and Songs of Tri- 
umph, amidft a beautiful Grove of Laurel. The 
Chief of the Confort was the Poet Mufieus, who 
flood inclofcd with a Circle of Admirers, and' 
rofe by the Head and Shoulders above the Throng^. ^ 
of Shades that furrounded him. The Habit a- ~ 
tion3 of unhappy Spirits, to (hewtbe Duration 7 
of their Torments, and the defperate Condition . 
they are in, are reprefented as guarded by a 
Fury, moated round with a Lake of Fire, ftreng* 
thened with Towers of Iron, encomparfed witn. 
a triple Wall, and fortified with Pillars of Ada- 
mant, which all the Gods together are not able 
to heave fiom their Foundations. TheNoifeof 
Stripes, the Clank of Chains, and the Groans s 
of the Tortured, ftrike the^pious ALneas with 6 
a kind' of Horror. The Poet afterwards divides n 
the Criminals into tw'o Clafles :^Thc firft and 7 & v u 
tyackeft Catalogue conlifts of fuch a* were guii-. 
ty of Outrages againft the Gods ; and the next,, 
of fuch who wjere convicted of Inju Mice between 
Man and Man : The ereateft Number of whom, / f ♦ * 
fays the Poet, are thole who followed thcDittates 
or Avarice.

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It was an Opinion of the Platonifts, That the 
Souls of Men having contracted in the Body great 
Stains and Pollutions of Vice and Ignorance, 
there were feveral Purgation* and Cleanfings ne~ 
jceflary to be pafled through both here and nerc- 
after, in order to refine and purify them, 

Firgl, to give this Thought likewife a Cloatb- 
ihg of Poetry, defcribes fome Spirits as bleaching 
in the Winds,, others as cleaning under great 
\ Falls of Waters, and' others as purging in Fire to 
•.recover the primitive Beauty and Purity of tneir 
Natures. 

It was likewife an Opinion of the fame Seel 
of Philofophers, That the Souls of ail Men exift 
^ in a fepa r ate State/'long before their Union with 
their Bodies $ and that upon their Immerfion in- 
to Flefh, they forget every Thing which patted 
in the State ofr re-exiftence j (o that what we here 
' call Knowledge, is nothing elfe but Memory, or 
the Recovery of thofe Things which we knew 
before. ^ 

X In purfuance of this Scheme, Virgil gives ns a 
/ View of fevtral Souls, who, to prepare them* 
ftlvcs for living upon Earth, hock about the 
Banks of the River lithe, and fwill themfclves

The fame Scheme gives bun. an Opportunity of 
making a noble Compliment to his Countrymen, 
where Attchifit.is repvefentcd taking a Survey of 
the long Train of Heroes, that arc to defeend 
from him, and giving his Son Jgneas an Account 
cf all the Glories of nis Race.

to his Life" ancTConverfation, 1 found him to bo 
thergreateft Newlrhonger in our Quarter ; that 
he rofe before Day . to read the Pbjt-Man ; and 
that he would take Two or Three Turns to the 
other End of the Town before his Neighbours 
were up, to fee if there were any DQtch Mails - 
come in. He had a Wife and feveral Children ;„ 
but was much more inquintive to k now • what* 
parted in Poland than in Jiis own Family* and' 
was in greater Pain^n^ Anxiety of Mind for Ring ^ 
Aqguftpt's Welfare than that of his nea< eft Rela- ^ 
tibns. He looked extremely thin in a Dearth of 
NfcwSj and never enjoyed himfelf in a Weftcrty 
Windi . This indefatigable kind of Life was the 3 
Ruin of. his Shop r. for about the Time that his 
Rivpurite Prince left the Crown of Polandyhc.. 
woke and difapgearcd.

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This Maar ml his Affairs had been long out of 
my Mind, till about Three Days ago, as I was 
walking in St.Jsmes's Park,l beard fome body at a 
Diftancc hemming after me : And who fhould it 
be but my old Neighbour the UpbolfteTer ? I faw 
lie was reduced to extreme Poverty, by certain 
fliabby Superfluities in hisDrefs: Pornotwichdand- 
ing that it was a very fultry Day tbr,the Time of 
the Year, he wore a loofe great Coat and a 
MufT with a long Campaign- Whig out of Curl; 
to which he had added the Ornament of a Pair 
©f black Garters buckled under the Knee. Upon 
his coming op to me, I was going to enquire 
into his pefent Circumftances $ but was pre- 
vented by his asking me, with a Whifper, whe- 
ther the laf? Letters brought any Accounts that 
one might rely upon from Bender ? I told him, 
None that I heard of $ and asked him, Whether 
he had yet married his eldeft Daughter r He told 
me, No. But pray, fays he, tell me fincerely.

I 
found his chief Concern atvprefent was for this

great Juftice and Impartiality, 

I at length took my Leave of the Company,,

The Story of Dtlemachm is formed 
altogether in the Spirit of Homer, and will give 
an unlearned Reader a Notion of that great Poet's 
Manner of Writing, more than any Tranilation 
of htm can poffibly do. As it was written for 

the 
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ihe Inftra&ion of a young Prince, who may one 
Day lit upon the Throne of France, the Author 
took Care to fuit the {everal Parts of his Story, 
and particularly the Defcription we are now en- 
ding upon, to the Character and Quality of his 

/ Pupi).^" For which Reafon, he infifts very much 
on the Mifery of bad, and the Happinefs of good 
Kings, in the Account be hath given of Punish- 
ments and Rewards in the other World. 

Wc may however obferve, notwithftanding 
the Endeavours of this great and learned Author, 

> to copy afwr the "Style and Sentiments of Homer, 
that there is a certain Tin&ure of Chriftianity 
running through the whole Relation. The Prelate 
in feveral Places mixes himfelf with the Poet i So 
that his future State puts me in Mind of Mlcbmel 
Angel*' % Lait Judgment, where Charon and his 
Boat are reprefented as bearing a Part in the 
dreadful Solemnities of that great Day. 

Tdtmachm, after having parted through the 
dark Avenues of Death in trie Retinue of Mr- 
tury, who every Day delivers up a certain Tale of 
Ghofts to the Ferryman of Styx, is admitted into 
the Infernal Bark. Among the Companions of 
his v oyage, is the Shade ofNabcpharzon, a King 
of Babylon, and Tyrant of all the Eaft. Among 
the Ceremonies and Pomos of his FuneraJ, there 
were Four Slaves facrificed, according to the Cu* 
Horn of the Country, in order to attend him a-^ 

'-, mongthe Shades, The Author having defcribcd 
this Tyrant in the moft odious Colours of Pride, 
Infolence, and Ctuely, tells us, That his Four 
Slaves, inftead of ferving him after Death, were 
perpetually infulting him with Reproaches and

He then ptidues his 
Coui ie to the Palace of Pluto, who is defcribed 
as feat ed on his Throne in terrible Ma jetty, with 
Proferpine by his Side. At the Ffcot of nis Throne 
was the pale hideous Spectre, who^by the 3 
Ghsftlinefs of his Viftge, and' the Nature of the 
Apparitions that furrounded him, difcovers hirrf- 
felt to be Death. His Attendants are^Melan- 1 
choly>, Diftruft, Revenge, Hatred, Avarice, De- , 
Ybair, Ambition, Envy, Impiety, with 'frightful $ 
Dreams, and waking Cares, which are all drawn ir 
very naturally in proper A&ions and Pofturcs. ^ 
The Author; with great Beauty/ places near his 1 , * 
frightful Dreams an Affembly of Phantoms* 
which are often employed to* terrify the Living, 
by appearing in the Shape and Lifceneft of the 
Bead. 

The young Hero in the next Place takes a 
purvey of the different Kinds of Criminals that 
lay in Torture among Clouds of Sulphur, and 
Torrents of Fire.

Thcfe Crimes,. fays he, are mo*e fe- 
ve»ely punifhed after Death, becaufe they gent • 
sally meet with Impunity upon Earth.

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TiUtxackus, after having taken a Survey oF 1&- 
Yeral other Wretches in the fame Orcunufcances; 
arrives at* that Region of Torments in which 
wicked'Kings are punched. There are very fine 
Strokes of Imagination in the Defcription which 
ho gives' of this unhappy Multitude. He tellf 
us* That oa one Side of them there flood a re- 
vengeful Fury, thundering in their Ears inceilant 
Repetitions of all the Crimes they had commit- 
ted upon Earth, with the Aggravations of* Am- 
bition, Vanity, Hardnefs of Heart, and all thofe 
( fecret Affections of Mind^that enter into the 
g^Gompofition of a Tyrant; At the fame Time? 
(he holds up to them a large Mirror, in which 
every one ices himfelf repretehted in the natural 
Honor and Deformity of his Character. On 
the other Side of them ftand* another F*ry, that 
iwith an infuking Derifion, repeats to them all 
the Praifes that their Flatterers had* beftowed 
jioon them while they fat upon their refpe&ive 
Thrones. She too, fays the Author; prefents a 
Mirror before their Eyes, in. which every one 
3> fees hftnfelf adornM with all thofe Beauties and 
Berfe&ions in which they had been drawn by the" 
Vanity of their own Hearts, and the Flattery of 
others. To puniih them for the Wantonnefe of 
the Cruelty .which they- formerly exercifed; they 
are now delivered up to be treated according to 
the Fancy and" Caprice of feveral Slaves, who 
have here an Opportunity of tyrannizing in their 
Turns, 

The Author having given us a Defcription of

Among theft, 
Tclemachu converfes with the Shade of one of 
his Anceftors, who makes a moil agreeable Re- 
lation of the Joys of Elyfium, and the Nature of 
its Inhabitants. The Relidence of Sepftris a- 
mong thefe happy Shades, with his Chara&er 
and prefcnt Employment, is drawn m a very 
lively Manner, and with a great Elevation of 
Thought. 
The Defcription of that pure and gentle Light 
•• which overflows thefe nappy Regions, and 
eloaths the Spirits of thefe virtuous Perfons, 
- hath fomething in it of that Enthufiafm which 
this Author was accufed of by his Enemies in 
the Church of Ram j but however it may look -* 
in Religion, it makes a very beautiful.

Thi* • 
was followed by a general Lauph, whicn T'alwayt 
look upon as a neceflary Flounfh in the Opening. 
of a Female Contort. They then ftruck up toge-- 
ther, and play'd a whole Hour upon Two Grounds, 
*wz. the Trial, and the Of era. I could not but 
obferve, that feveral of tneir Notes were more 
{oft, and feveral more fharp-than any that ever 
T heard in a Male Confort ; though I muft con- */ 
fefs, there was not any Regard to Time, nor any 
of thofe Refts and Paufts which are frequent in 
the Harmony of the other Sex. Befides, that die 
Mufick was generally full, and no particular In- 
ftrument permitted tc play long by its {elf. 

I feem'd fo very well plcafea with what every 
one faid, and fouled with (o much Gomokifance 

at* 
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I at all their pretty Fancies, that though I^diHnof 
put one Word into their Difcourfe, I have tW 
Vanity to think, they looked upon me as verj 
agreeable Company. I then told 'em, That if I 
were to draw the ri&ure of fo, many charming 
Muficians, it {hould be like one I had (een of the 
Mu(es, with their feveral Inftruments in -their 
Hands. Upon which the Lady Kettle-Drum tok 
fed back her Head, and cry'd, A very pretty-Si- 
mile ! The Confort again revived j in which, with 
Nods, Smiles, and Approbations, I bore the*Parc 
rather of one who beats the Time, than of a Per- 
former. . 1 

I was no (boner retired to my Lodgings, but I 
ran over in my Thoughts the feveral Characters 
of this Fair Ailembly ;. which I (hall give feme 
Account of, bceaufe they are various in their 
Kind, and may each of them ftand as a Sample 
of a whole Species. 

The Perfon who pleated" me moft was a Flute, 
an -Inftrumeiit that/ withoutrany great Compaft, 
hath fomething exquiiittiy fweet and fort in its 
Sound : It lulls and fooths the Ear, and fills it 
with (uch a gentle Kind of Melody, as keeps the 
Mind awake without (tattling it, am raifes a mod 
agreeable Paflion between Tranfpbrt and Indo- 
lence. In (hort, the Mufick of the Flute is the 
Converfation of a mild and ami able: Woman, that 
bias nothingin it very, elevated; or at the fame 
Time any Thing mean or triviaL 

I murf here obferve, that the Hautboy is the 
moft perfe& of the Flute-Species, which* with all 
the Sweetnefs of the Sound, hath a great Strength 
and Variety of Notes ; though at the fame Time 
Imuft obferve, that the Hautboy in one Sex. is as 
(carce as the Harpficord in the other. 

By the Sid6 of the Flute there fat a Flageolet, 
for fo P mud call a certain young Lad^, who 
fancying her felf a Wit, defpifed jhe Mutkk of 
the Flute as low and iniipid, aad would be enter- 
taining 
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taining the Company with tart ill-natured OMer- 
vations, pert Fancies, and little Turns, which {he 
imagiri'd to be full of Life and Spirit. The Fla- 
geolet therefore doth not differ from the Flute (b 
much in the Compais of its Notes, as in the Shril- 
nefs and Sharpneis of the Sound. We mud how- 
ever take Notice, that the Flageolets among their 
own Sex are more valued and cfteemed than the 
Flutes.

„ The Coquet therefore I muft diftinguifli by that 

* Mufical lnftrutnent whjch is commonly known 

by the Name of a Kit, that is more iiggidi than 

the Fiddle k felf, and never founds but to a 

Dance* 

The Fourth PeHbn who bore a Part in the Con- 
verfation was a Prude, who ftuck to the Trial, 
and was filent upon the whole Opera. The Gravi- 
ty of her Cenfures, and Compolnre of her Voice, 
which were often attended with fnpercilious 
Cafts of the Eye, and a feeming Contempt for the 
Ughtnefs of the Converfation, put me in Mind 
of that ancient ferious Matron-like Initrument the 
Virginal. 

I muft not pafs over in Silence a Lanctjbire 
Hornpipe,* by which I would fignify a young 
Country Lady, who with a great deal of Mirth 
and Innocence diverted the Company very agree- 
ably : and, if I am not rriifhken, by- that Time 
the Wildnefe of her .Notes is^a little fortened, 

-and 
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-and the Redundancy of her Mufick retrained by 
Conversation and good Company, will be impro- 
ved into one of the mod amiable Flutes about the 
Town. Your Romps and Boarding-School Girls 
fall likewife under this Denomination. 

On the Right-Hand of the Hornpipe fat a tf^ljh 
Harp,* an Inftrument which very much delights 
in rhe Tunes of old Hiftorical Baflads, and in ce- 
lebrating the RenownM A&ions and Exploits of 
ancient Britifh Heroes. By this Inftrument I 
therefore would defcribe a certain Lady, who is 
one of thofe Female Hiftorians that upon all Oc- 
casions enters into Pedigrees and Deieents, and 
finds her felf related, by fome Off-ftioot or other, 
to almoft every* great Family in England : For 
which Reaibn ihe jarrs and is out ot Tune rery 
often in Cqnverfation, for the Company's Want 
of due Attention and Refped t9 her. 

But the moft fonorous Part of our Confort 
was a She-Drum, or ("as the Vulgar call it) a 
Kettle-Drum, who accompanied her Diicourie 
■with Motions of the Body, Tofles of the Head, 
and Brandifhes of the Fan . Her Mulick was loud, 
bold, and mafculine. Every Thump (he gave, 
alarmed the Company, and very often fet lome 
Body or other in it a blufliing. 

Tpe laft I (hall mention was a certain Roman, 
tick Inftrument called a Dulcimer, who talked of 
nothing but (hady Woods, flowry Meadows » 
furling Streams, Larks and Nightingals, with all 
the Beauties of the Spring, and the Pleafures of 
a Country Life. This Inftrument hath a fine me- 
lancholy Sweetnefs in it, and goes very well with 
the Flute. 

I think moft of the converfable Part of Wo- 
mankind may be found under one of the forego- 
ing Divifions 3 but it muft be coofefled, that the 
Generality of that Sex, notwithstanding they have 
naturally a great Genius for being talkative, are 
not Miftreffes of more than one Note $ with which 
2 however, 



liowever, by frequerft Repetition, they make a 
greater Sound than thofe who are pofleifed of the 
whole Gammut, as >may be obfeiyed in your La- 
mms or Hou(hol^ Scolds, and in your Caftanets 
4sr impertinent Tittle-Tattles, who haye no other 
Variety in their Difcourfe but that of talking 
flower or fader. 

Upon communicating this Scheme of Muftck 
to an old Friend of mine, who was formerly a 
Man of Gallantry and a Rover, he told me, That 
he believed he had been in Love with every In- 
ftrument in ray Confort, The firft that fmit him ' 
was a Hornpipe, who lived near his Father's 
Houfe in the Country j but upon his failing to 
meet her at an Affile, according to Appointment, 
{he caft him off. His next Pamon was for a Ket- 
tle-Drum, whom he fell in Love with at a Play ; 
but when he became acquainted with her, not 
finding the Softnefs of her Sex^jn her Convei-fa- 
tion, he grew cool to her; though at the fame ' 
Time he could not deny, but that (he behaved 
her felf very much like a Gentlewoman. HisThird *> 
Miftrefs was a Dulcimer, who he found took 
great Delight in iighing arid languifliing, but 
would go no further than the Preface of Matri- 
mony ; fo that (he would never let a Lover have 
any more of her than her Heart, which, aftef'ha- 
ving won, he wis forced to leave her, as defpair- 
ing of any further Succefs. I muft confefs, fays 
my Friend, I have often considered her with a 
great deal of Admiration 5 and I find her Plea- 
tee is fo much in this firft Step of an Amour 
that her Life will pafs away in Dream, Solitude* 
and Soliloquy, till her Decay of Charms makes 
her fnatch at the worft Man that ever pretended 
to her. In the next Place, fays my Friend, I fell 
in Love with a Kit, who led me fuch a Dance

It was 
for the fame Reafon, that when a Roman Gene- 
ral entered the City in the Pomp of a Triumph, 
the Commonwealth allowed of feveral little 
Drawbacks to his Reputation, by conniving at 
fuch of the Rabble as repeated Lipels and Lam- 
poons upon him within his Hearing, and by that 
Means engaged his Thoughts upon his Weaknef* 
and Imperfections, as well as on the Merits that 
advanced him to fo great Honours.

IT has always been my Endeavour to diftinguifh 
between Realities and Appearances, and to fe- 
pavate true Merit from the Pretence to it. As 
it (hall ever be my Study to make Discoveries of 
this Nature in Humane Life, and to fettle the 
proper Diftin&ions between the Virtues and Per- 
fections of Mankind, and thofe falfe Colours and 
Rcfemblances of them that fhine alike in the 
Eyes of the Vulgar ; fo I fhall be more particu- 
larly careful to fearch into the various Merits and^ 
Pretences of the learned World. This is the 
more neceflary, becaufe there feems to be a ge- 
neral Combination among the Pedants to extol 
one another's Labours, and cry up one another's 
Parts 5 while Men of Senfe, either through that 
Modefty which is natural to them, or the Scorn 
they have for fuch trifling Commendations, en- 
joy their Stock of Knowledge like a hidden Trea- 
^» furej'with Satisfaction and Silence. Pedantry in- 
deed in Learning is like Hypocrhy in Religion, a 
Form of Knowledge without the Power of it, 
that attracts the Eyes of the Common People, 
breaks out in Noife and Show, and finds its Re* 
ward not from any inward Pleafure that attends 
it, but from the Praifes and Approbations which 
k receives from Men. 

Of this fhallow Species there is not a more im- 
portunate, empty, and conceited Animal, than 
that which is generally known by the Name of 
, a Critick. This^in the common Acceptation of 
the Word, is one that, without entering into 

the 
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the Senfe and Soul of an Author, has a few ge- 
neral Rules, which, like mechanical Inftru- 
ments, he applies to the Works of every Writer, v'\ 
and as they quadrate with them, pronounces the 
Author perfect or defe&ive. He is Matter of a 
certain Set of Words, as Unity, Style, Fire; n 
Flegm, Eafyf Natural, Turn, Sentiment, and the - % 
like $ which he \aries, compounds, divides, and * 
throws together, in every Part of his Difcourfe, 
^without any Thought or Meaning. The Marks 
you may know him by are, an elevated Eye, 
and dogmatical Brow, a pofitive Voice, and a 
Contempt for every Thing that comes out, whe- 
ther he nas read it or not. He dwells altogether 
in Generals/" His praiies or difpraifes in the 
Lump. v He (hakes his Head very frequently at ^ ^ 
the Pedantry of Vniverfities, and burfts into 
Laughter when yoti mention an Author that is 
not known at WiU*s. He hath formed his Judg- 
ment upon Homer, Hwace, and Pirgil, not from 
their own Works, but from thofe of Rapin and 
Bojfti. He knows his own Strength fo well, that 
he never dares praife any Thing in which he has 
not a French Author for his Voucher. 

With thefe extraordinary Talents and Accom- 
plHhments, Sir Timothy Tittle puts Men in Vogue, 
or condemns them toObfcurity, and fits as Judge 
of Life and Death upon every Author that ap- 
pears in Publick. It is impofnble to reprefcnt the 
ranges, Agonies, and Convulfions, which Sir 27- 
mothy exprefles in every Feature of his Face, 
and Mufcle of his Body, upon the reading of a

"'are importunate, becaufe they think they are ac- 
ceptable, Impudence is a Vice, and Abfurdity a 
folly. Sir Francis Bacon talks very agreeably 
upon the Subject of Impudence. He takes No- 
tice, That the- Osatox heing asked, What was 
the Firft, Second, and Third Requisite, to make 
a fine Speaker ? Still anfwered, jSBim. This, 
faid he, is the very outward Form of Speaking, 
and yet it is what with the Generality has more 
Force than the moft confummate Abilities. Im- 
pudence is to the reft of Mankind of the fame 
fjfe. which Action is to Orators. 

The Truth is, the Grofs of Men are governed 
more by Appearances than Realities, and the irn- 

l pudent Man in his Air and Behaviour undertakes 

% tor himfelf*that he ha£ Ability and Merit, while 
the Modeft or Diffident gives himfelf up as one 
who is poflfefled of nefther. Fox ttyjs .Reafbn, 

s Wen of Front carry Things before 'em with little 
Oppoiition, and make fo skillful an Ufe of theip 
Talent, that they can grow out of Humour like 
Men of Confcquence, and he fowr, and make 
their Difiatisfaction do them the fame Service as 
Peferu This Way o( Thinking has often furni* 
fhed me with an Apology for great Men who 
confer Favours on the Impudent. In carrying on 
the Government of Mankind,, they are not to 

' #qnfider what Mea they themfelves approve in 

their 
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their Clofets and private Cdnverfations, but 
what Men will extend themfeives furtheft, and 
more generally pafs upon the World for fuch a4 
their rations want in fuch and fuch Stations^ 
and confequently take fo much Work off the 
Hands of thofe who employ them. 

Far be it that I (hould attempt to leflen the 
Acceptance which Men of this Character meet 
wirh in the World ; but I humbly propofe only, 
that they who have Merit of a different Kind, 
would accomplifh themfelves in (bme Degree 
with this Quality of which I am now treating.

| felves an Impnlfe towards attempting laudable 
i AcHoris, to acquire fuch a Degree of Affurance, 

I I as never to lofe the- Pofleilion of themfelves in 
publick or private, fo far as to be incapable of 
acting with a due Decorum on any Occafion they 
are callVFto. It is a mean. Want of Fortitude in / 

'■ a good Man, not to be able to do a virtuous Aitioii 
with as much Confidence as an impudent Fel- 
low does an ill One. There is no Way of mend- 

I ing fuch falfe Modefty, but by laying it dowiv 
for a Rule, That there is nothing fhameful but 

! what is criminal. 

The Jefuits, an Order whofe Inftitution is per- 
fectly calculated, for making a Progrefs in the 
World, take Care to accomplifh their Difciples 
for it, by breaking them of all impertinent Bafli-

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formance of all indifferent Things. I remember 
\ in my Travels, when I was once at a (niblick Exer- 
cife in one of their Schools, a young Man made 
a mod admirable Speech, with all the Beauty of 
*2s Action, cadence of Voice, and Force of Argument 
imaginable, in Defence of the Love of Glory. 
We were all enamoured with the Grace of the 
*lYouth;'as he came down from the Desk where 
''ne fpoke to prefent a Copy of his Speech to the 
Head of the Society. The Principal received it 
in a very obliging Manner, and oid him go to 
the Market-Place and fetch a Joint of Meat, for 
he (hould dine with him. He bowed, and in i 
Trice the Orator returned, full of the Senfe of 
Glory in this Obedience, and with the bell

I am 
tender of offending them, and know it is hard not 
to do it on this Subje£t, $ but I muft go on to fay, 
That the Soul of a Man and that of a womai£are "*- 
made very unlike, according to the Employments 
for which they are deiigned. The Ladies will 
pleafe to obferve, I fay, our Minds have different, 
not fuperior Qualities to theirs. The Virtues have 
reflectively a Mafculine and a Feminine Caft. 
What we call in Men Wifdom, is in Women Pru- 
dence. It is a Partiality to call one greater than 
the other. A prudent Woman is m the fame 
Clafs of Honour as a wife Man, and the Scandals 
in the Way of both are equally dangerous. But 
to make this State any Thing but a Burthen, and 
not hang a Weight upon our very Beings, it is 
very proper each of the Couple fhould frequent- 
ly remember, that there are fr*ny*'Tningg 3 
which grow out of their very Naturesi*that arc u 
pardonable, nay becoming, when confidered as 
fiich. but without that Refle&ion muft give the 
quickeft Pain and Vexation.

at moft, as Things fit rather to exercife the Pow- 

* v ers of our Minds.^han to create new Habits in 
them. Inflead of fuch high Paifages, I was thinf^- 

3 ing it would be of great v(c^ if any Body could 
hit it ) to lay before the World fuch Adventures 
as befall Perfons not exalted above the common 
Level. This, methought, would better prevail 

upoa 
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be ordinary Race of Men, who are fo pre- 
:d with outward Appearances, that they mi- 
ortune for Nature, and believe nothing can 
:o them that does not happen to fuch as livfe

<2*f*r and Auguftus were much more high Words 
of Rcfoeft, when added to Occafions fit lor their 
Characters to appear in; than any Appellations 
which have ever been fmce thought oh TTie lat- 
ter of thefe great Men had a very pleafarit Way 
of dealing witn Applications of this Kind. When 
he received Pieces of Poetry which he thought 
ftad Worth ' in them, "he rewarded the Writer 5 
but where he thought them empty, he generally 
returned the Compliment made him with forne 
Verfesof his own.

On the South Side,, and at both 
the Ends, the Stone- work rifesbut Three Foot 
from the Ground, excepting the Pilafters,. pla- 
ted at -convenient Diftances to ftrengthen and 
beautify the Building. The intermediate Spaces 
are filled up with large Safhes of the 'ftrongeft 
and rrtoft transparent Glafs. The Middle Sam 
( which is wider than any of the other) ferves 
for the Entrance, to which you mount by Six 
cafy Steps, and defcend on the Tniide by as 
many. This opens and fhuts with greater &a(e, 
keeps the Wind out better, and is at the fame 
Time more uniform than Folding-Doors. 
' In the Middle of the Roof there rims a Ciel- 
ing Thirty Foot broad from one End to the 
other. This is enlivened by a Mafterly Pencil, 
with all the Variety df Rural Scenes and Pro- 
fpe6ts, which he has peopled with the whole 
Tribe of Silvan Deities. Their Characters and 
their* Stories are fo well exprefTed, that the 
whole feems a Colle&ion of all the raoft beau- 
tiful Fables of the ancient Poets tranflated into 
Colours. The remaining Spaces of the Roof, 
Ten Foot on each Side of the Cieling, are of 
the cleared Glafs, to let in the Sky and Clauds' 
from above. "1 he Building points full Eaftand 
Weft, fo that I enjoy the bun while he is above' J 
the Horizon. His Rays are improved throuetr 
the Glafs, and' I receive through it'what is-ae- 
firable in a Winter-Sky, without the coarie* 
Allay of the Seafon, which is a Kind of fifting

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or {framing the Weather. My Greens and 
Flowers are as fenfible as I am of this Benefit : 
They flourifh and look chearful as in the Spring, 
while their Fellow-Creatures abroad are ftar- 
yed to Death. I muft add. That a moderate 
Expence of Fire, over and aoove the Contribu- 
tions I receive from the Sun, ferves to keep 
this large Room in a due Temperature ; it be- 
ing fheltered from the cold Winds by a Hill on 
the North, and a Wood on the Eaft. 
* The Shell, you fee, is both agreeable and con- 
venient ; and now you (hall judge, whether I 
have laid out^the Floor to Advantage. There 
goes through the whole Length of it a fpacious 
Walk of the fineft Gravel, made to bind and 
unite fo firmly, that it feems one continued 
Stone ; with this Advantage, that it is eauer to 
the Foot, and better for walking, than, if it 
were what it feems to be. At each End of the 
Walk, on the one and on the other Side of it, 
lies a fquare Plot of Grafs of the rineft Turf 
and brighteft Verdure. What Ground remains 
on- both Sides, between thefe little fmooth 
Fields of Green, is flagged with large Quarries 
of white Marble, where the blue Veins trace 
out fuch a Variety of irregular Windings" thro' 
the clear Surface, that thefe bright Plains feera 
full of Rivulets ,and Streaming Meanders.

{hould do Juitice upon fuch as brought Poverry 
and.Diftrefs upon the World below them, while 

•':;•■■ to* 
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4 they thernfelves were funk in Pleasures and. 
Luxury, fupported at the Expence of thofc very 
PeVfons whom they treated with a Negligence, 
as if they did not know whether they dealt with 
them or not. This is a very heavy Accufation, 
both of me and fuch as the Man aggrieved ac- 
cufes me of tolerating. For this Reafon, I re-' 
folved to take this Matter into Confideration, 
and upon very little Meditation could call to my 
Memory many Inftances' which made. this Com- 
plaint far from being groundlefs. The Root of 
this Evil does not always proceed from Injuftice 
in the Men of Figure, bat often from a falfe 
Grandeur which they take upon them in being 
unacquainted with their own Buftnefs, not con- 
fidering how mean a Part they a£t when their 
Names and Chara&ers are (ubjefted to the lktle 
Arts of their Servants and Dependants. The 
Overfeers of the Poor are a People who have no 

treat Reputation for the Difcharge of their Truft, 
ut are much lefs fcandalous than the Overfeers 
of the Rich. Ask a young Fellow of a great 
Eftate, Who was that odd Fellow fpoke tq him 
in a publiek Place ? He anfwers, One that does 
my Bulinefs. It is, with many, a natural Confe- 
quence of being a Man of Foitune, that they arc 
not to underftand the Difpofal of it $ and they 
long to come to their Eftates J only to put them- 1 
felves under new Guardianmip. Nay, I have 
known a young Fellow who was regularly bred 
an Attorney, and was a very expert one till he 
had an Eftate fallen to him. The Moment that 
happened, he who could before prove the next 
Land he caft his Eye upon his own, and was (b 
(harp, that a Man at firit Sight would give him 
a fmall Sum for a general Receipt, whether he> 
owed him any Thing or not : Such a one, 1 fay 
have I feen, upon coming to an Eftate, forget all v 
his Diffidence of Mankind, and become the maft 
manageable Thing breathing. He immediately 

3 wanted 
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wanted 1 a ftirring Man to cake upon him his Af- 
fairs, to receive and pay, and do every Thing- 
which he himfelf was now too fine a Gentleman 
to underttand~ It is pleafant to confider, That 
he who would have got an Ettate had he not 
come to one, wilL certainly ftaive becaufe one 
fell to him : But fuch Contradictions arc we to 
our (elves, and any Change of Life is infupporta- 
ble to fome Natures. 

It is a miftaken Senfe of Superiority, ta believe 
a Figure or Equipage gives Men Precedence to 
their Neighbours. rJotning can create Relped 
from Mankind, but laying Obligations upon 
them; and it may very reasonably be concluded, 
that if it were put into a due Ballance, according 
to the true State of the Account, many who be- 
lieve themfelves in Poueflion of a large Share of 
Dignity in the World, muft give Place to their 
Inferiors- The greafceft of all Diftindlions in 
Civil Life is that of Debtor and' Creditor, and 
there needs no great Progrefs in Logick to 'Know 
which, in that Cafe, is the advantagious Side. 
He wno can fay to another, Pray Matter, or, 
Pray my Lord, give me my own, can as jtiftly 
tell him, It is a Phantattical Diftin&ion you take 
upon you, tCKpretend to pafs upon the World for 
my Matter or Lord; when at the fame Time 
that I wear your Livery, you owe me Wages : 
or, while I wait at your Door,, you are afhamea 
to fee me till you have paid my Bill. 

The good old Way among the Gentry of £«j- 
land to maintain their Preeminence over the 
» lower Rank^was by ; their Bounty, Munificence, 
and Hofpitality ; and It is a very unhappy Change, 
if at prefent, oy themfelves or their Agents, the 
Luxury of the Gentry is fupported by the Cre- 
dit of the Traderv This is what my Correfpon- 
dent pretends to prove out of his own Books, 
and thofe of his whole Neighbourhood. He has 
the Confidence to fay. That there is a Mug-

Evening hear an exa£ Account of Diftrefles of* 
this Kind. One complins, That fuch a Lady's 
Finery is the Occaiioa that his own Wife and 
Daughter-appear fo long in the fame Gown : Ano- 
ther, That all the Furniture of her Viiiting A- 
partment are no more her's, than the Scenery of 
a Play are the proper Goods of the A&refs. 
Nay, at the lower End of the fame Table, you 
may hear a Butcher and Pduliierer fiy, That at 
their proper Charge, .all that Family has been 
maintained finoe they laft came to Town. 
- The free Manner in which People of Fafhion 
are dffcourfed'on at fuch Meetings,is but a juft 
Reproach for their Failures in this Kind* but the 
melancholy Relations of the ffreat Neceilities< 
Tradefmcn are driven to, who fufjport their 
Credit in Spight of the feitbkfs Promifles which 
are made them; and the Abatement which they 
iliffer when paid; by the Extortion of Upper Ser- 
vants, is what would ftop the moft thoughtlefs 
Man in the Career of his Pleafurcs, if rightly re- 
pvefentcd to him; 

If this Matter be not very fpeedfly. amended,. 
I (hall think fit to print exa& Lifts of aU Per- 
sons who are not atr their own Difpofal, though 
above the Age of Twenty,one ; and' as the Tra- 
der is made Bankrupt for Abrence from his A- 
bode, (6 (hall the Gentleman for being at Home, 
if, when Mr. Morfhew calls, he cannot give him 
an exaft Account of what-pafles in his own Fa- 
mily. After this fair Warning, no one ought to 
think himfelf hardly deak with, if I take upon 
me to pronounce him no longer Mafter of his 
Eftate, Wife, or Family, than he continues to 
improve, cherifti, and maintain them u|x>n the x 
Balis of his own Property,, without Incurfions 
upon his Neighbour in any of thefe Particu- 
lars, 

According 
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According to that excellent Philofbpher Epiffe- 
ttu, we are all but acting Parts in a Play ; and it 
is not a Diftinttion in it felf to be high or low, 
but to become the Parts we are to perform. I 
am by my Office Prompter on this Occafion, and 
fhall give thofe who are \ little out in their Parts 
fuch loft Hints as may help them to proceed, 
without letting it be known to the Audience 
they were out : But if they run qmte out of 
Character, they muft be called oft the Stage, 
and deceive Parts more fuit able to their- Gem us. 
Servile Complaifance (hall degrade a Man from 
his Honour and Quality, and Haughtinefs be yet 
more debafed. Fortune (hall no longer appro- 
priate Diftin&ions, but Nature direct us in the 
Difpofition both of Refpe&and Difcountenance. 
. As there are Tempers ^made for Command, and 
» others for Obedience; fo there are Men borrrfor 
acquiring PofTeflions,.and others incapable: of be- 
ing other than meer Lodgers in the Houfes of 
their Anceftors, and have it not in their very 
Compoiition to be Proprietors of any Thing. 
Thefe Men are moved onlv by the meer Effects 
of Impulfe ; Their Good- Will and Difefteerh are 
to be regarded equally, for neither is the Eflfeft 
of their Judgment. This loofe Temper is that 
which makes a Man, what Stllufi fo well remarks 
to happen frequently in the fame Perfon, to be 
covetous of what is another's, and profufe of 
what is his own. This Sort of Men is ufually 
amiable to ordinary Eyes ; but in the Sight of 
Reafon, nothing is laudable but what is guided 
by Reafon. The covetous Prodigal is or all o- 
tners the worit Man in Society : It he would but 
take Time to look into himfelf, he would find 
his Soul ail over gafhed with broken Vows and 
Promifes, and his Retrofpeft on his A&ions 
would not confift of Reflections upon thofe good 
Refolutions after mature Thought, which are 
the true Life of a reafonable Creature, but the 

naufeous 
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naufcous Memory of imperfeft Pleafures, idle 
Dreams, and occafional Amufements. To fbU, 
low fuch diflatisfying Purfuits, is ir poflible to 
fuffer the Ignominy of being unjuft .? I remem- : 
ber in Tullfs EJpiftle, in the Recommendation of 
a Man to an Affair which had no Manner of Re-, 
lation to Money, it it faid, You may truft him,, 
for he is a frugal Man. It is certain, he who 
has not a Regard to ftri£ Juftice in the Com- 
merce of Life, can be capable of no good A&ion 

: in any other Kind ; but he who lives below 
his Income, lays up every Moment of Life Ar^ 
mour againft a bafe World, that wilt cover 
all his Frailties while he is fo fortified, and 
exaggerate them when he is naked and de*-.

She was a very, beautiful Woman, of a 
noble Spirit, and there was a Dignity in her 
Grief amidft all: the Wildnefs of her Tranfporr,, 
which, methonght, ftruek me with ati-Inftmcl: 
of Sorrow, which, before I was (enfible of what 
it was to grieve, feized' my* very Soul, .and has 
rnade Pity the Weaknefs of my Heart ever fincc. 
The Mind in Infancy, is, methinks, Jifoe the hodfr

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in Embrio, and receives Impreflions & forcible,- 
that they are as hard to be removed by Reafon, 
as any Mark with which a Child is born is to be 
taken away by any future Application.

much Honour. But when we turn our Thoujghts

ty, the Sorrow, the Triumph fuitable to the 
Oiaradter he perfonates ? 

It may poilibly be imagined by fevere Men, 
-that I am too frequent in the Mention of the 
: Theatrical Reprefentations-; But who is not cx- 
^efiive in the Difcourfe of what he extremely 
'likes ? Eugenio can lead you to a GaJlery of fine 
Pi&ures, which Colle&ion he is always increa- 
iing: Crajfiia through Woods and Forreils, to 
which he deiigns to add the neighbouring Cous- 
ties. Thefe are great and. noble Inftances of 
their Magnificence. The Players are my Pi- 
^tures, and their Scenes my Territories. By com- 
municating the Pfeafure I take in them, it may 
in fome Meafure add to Men's Gratifications this 
Way, as viewing the Choice and Wealth of Eu- 
genia and Grafjm augments the Enjoyments of. 
thofe whom they entertain, with a ProfpeS of 
fuch Poffeflions as would not otherwife fall with- 
in the Reach of their Fortunes. 

It is a very good Office one Man does another, 
when he tells him the Manner of his being plea- 
fed ; and I have often thought, that a Com- 
ment upon the Capacities of the Players would 
very much improve the Delight that Way, and 
impart it to thofe who otherwife have no Senfe 
of it. 

The Firft of the present Stage are Wilks and 
Gibber, perfect Attors in their different Kinds. 
Wilks lias a lingular Talent in representing the 
Graces of Nature, Gibber the Deformity in the 
Aftedtation of them. Were I a Writer of Plays, 
I (hould never employ either of them in Parts 
which had not their Bent this Way. This is 
feen in the inimitable Strain and~ Run of good 

Hu- 
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Humour which is kept tip in th* Chara- 
cter of Wiidair, and in the nice and delicate 
Abufe of Underftanding in that of Sir Novd- , 
jw. €ibkrf'm another "Light^ hits exquintelyl'* 
the flat Civility of an affected Gentleman- 
Ufher, and IViuu the cafy Franknefs of % Gen- 
tleman. 

If you would obferve the Force of the fame 
Capacities in higher Life, Can any Thing be. 
more ingenuous, than the Behaviour of Prince 
Harry when his Father checks him ? Any Jhing 
! more exafperating, than that of Richard, when > 
, he infults his Superiors ? To befeech gracefully, 
\ to approach refpectfully, to pity, to mourn, t6 
love, are the Places wherein with may be made 
to fliine with the utmoft Beauty : To rally ptea- 
fantly, tO/fcorn artfully, to flatter, to ndicute, . 
i and to neglect, are what Gibber would perfbrnt 
| with no Ufi Excellence. 

When Actors are confidered with a View to 
' r their Talents, it is not only the Pleafiire of that 
LHour of Action which the Spectators gain from 
f their Performance, but the OtMDofition of Right 
and Wrong on the Stage would have its Force 
in the Affiitance of our Judgments on other Oc- 
casions, I have at prefent under my Tutelage a 
young Poet, who, I delign, (hall entertain the 
Town the enfuing Winter. And as he does me 
'the Honour to let me fee his Comedy as he 
writes it, I (hall endeavour to make the Parts ric 
the Genio's of the feveral A&ois, as exactly as 
their Habits can their Bodies : And becaufe the 
Two I have mentioned are to perform the prin- 
cipal Parts, I have prevailed with the Houfe to 
^et the Carelefs Husband be acted on Tuefday 
next; that my young Author may have a View 
of a Play which is acted to Perfection, both 
fey them and all concerned in it, as being born 
within the Walls of the Theatre, and written 
with an exact Knowledge of the Abilities of the 
£*W. 3.3 Q, Per- 
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Pe r former*. Mr. Wilks- will do^his bell in this 
-Play. becaufe it is for his own Benefit ; arid Mr.Q'J- 
Mer 9 becaufe he writ it. Befides which, all die 
-great Beauties we have left in Town, or with- 
in Call of it, will be prefent, becaufe it is 
.the laft Piay this Seafbn. This Opportunity 
will, I hope, inflame my Pupil with fuch gene- 
rous Notions from feeing this fair AflembTy as 
will be then prefent, that his Play may be 
. compofed of Sentiments and Characters proper 
to be prefeated to fuch an Audience. ^His Drt> 
Ima at .prefent has only. the Out-Lines drawn. 
There are, I find, to be. in it all the Reve- 
xend Offices of Lite, fuch as Regard tcrParents, 
Husbands, and honourable < Lovers, vpreferved 
with the utmoft Care : ami at the fame Time 
that Agretablenefs of Behaviour, with the In- 
termixture of pleating ^PaiHons as arife from 
Innocence and Virtue, mtenfperfed in fuch -a 
.Manner, as » that to She charming and agreea- 
ble fhall appear the natural Coniequence of be- 
ting virtuous. This great End is one of thofc 
I propofe to do in any Cenforfhip j but if I 
.find a thin Houfe, on an Occalion when fuch 
a Work is to be; promoted, my Pupil fhati 
return to his Commons at Qrfbra, and Sheer- 
:jjme and .the Theatres be no longer Cornv 
ijfpoadcnts. 
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From my won sfytrtment, June 9. 

WHEN Men look into their own Bofonw, 
and confider the generous Seeds which 
are there -planted* that might, if rightly cultiva- 
ted, ennoble their . Lives, and make their Virtue 
venerable to Futurity; How can they, without 3 
Tears, refled on the univcrfal Degeneracy from 
that publick Spirit, which ought to be the firft 
and principal Motive of all rheir A&ions? In 
the Grecian and Roman Nations, they were wife 
enough to keep up this great Incentive, and it 
was impoflible to be in the Faftiion without be- 
ing a Patriot. All Gallantry had its firft Source 
from hence,* and to want a Warmth for the Pu- 
blick Welfare, was a Defect fo fcandalous, that 
toe who was guilty of it had no Pretence to Ho- 
nour or Manhood. What makes the Depravity 
among us in this Behalf the more vexatious and 
irkfome to reflect upon, is, that the Contempt 
of Lift is carried as far amongft us, as it could 
be in thofe memorable People; and we want 
only a proper Application of the Qualities which - 
are frequent among us to be as worthy as they* 
There is hardly a Man to be found who will not 
fight upon any Occafion which he thinks may 
taint his own Honour. Were this Motive as 
ftrong in every Thing that regards the Publick, 
as it is in this our private Cale, no Man would 

U.2 p*& 
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pais Life away without having diftinguiihed 
nimfelf by fome gallant Inftance of his Zeal to- 
wards it in the refpe&ive Incidents of his Lite 
and Profefiion. But it is fo far otherwiCe, that 
there cannot at prcfent be a more ridiculous Ani- 
mal than one who feems to regard the Good of 
. others. He in Civil Life whole Thoughts turn 
upon Schemes which may be of general Benefit, 
without further Reflexion, is calPd a Proje&or j 
and the Man whofe Mind feems intent upon glo- 
rious Achievements, a Knight Errant. The Ri- 
dicule among us runs ftrong againft laudable 
Actions. Nay, in the ordinary Courfe of Things, 
and the common Regards of Life, Negligence 
of the Publick is an Epidemick Vice. The 
Brewer in his Excife, the Merchant in his Cu- 
ftoms, and for ought we know the Soldier in his 
Mufter-Rolls, think never the worfe of them- 
felves for being guilty of their refpeSive Frauds 
towards the Publick. This Evil is come to. fuch 
a phantaftical Height, that he is a Man of a pu- 
blick Spirit, and heroically affe&ed to his Coun- 
try, who can go fo far as even to turn Uturer 
with all he has m her Fund's. There is not a Ci- 
tizen in whcrfe Imagination fuch a one does not 
appear in the fame Light of Glory, as; Ctdrw, 
Scavola, or any other great Name in Old R*me+ 
Were it not for the Heroes of fo much fer Cent. 
as have Regard enough for thcmfelves and their 
Nation to trade with her with their Wealth, the 
very Notion of publick Love would long ieVe 
now have vanifhed from among us* But how- 
ever general Cuftom may hurry us away in the 
Stream of a common Error, there is no Evil, no 
Crimt. fo great as that of being cold in Mat- 
ters which relate to the common Good. This is 
in nothing more confpicuous than in a certain 
Willingnefs to receive any Thing that tends to 
theDiminution of fuch as have been confpicuous 
Tnftruments in our Service* Such IncUnations 
.* pro- 
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proceed from the moil bw and vik Corruption 
•f which the Soul of Man is capable. This ef- 
face* not only the Practice, but the very Appro- 
bation of Honour and Virtue j and has had ltich 
an Effect, that to fpeak freely* the very Senfe. of 
Publick Good has no longer a Part even in our 
Con verfations. Can then the raoft generous Mo- 
tive of Life, the Good of others, be fo> eafily 
baniih'd the Bee aft of Man ? Is it poftible to draw 
all our Palfions inward f Shall the boiling Heat oi 
Youth be funk in- Pieafures, the Ambition of 
Manhood in felfiflir Intrigues r* Shall: all that it I 

florious, all that is worth the Purfuit of great 
linds, be fo eafily rooted out ? When the uni- 
verfal Bent of a People feems diverted from the 
Senfe of their common Good and common Glory, 
it looks like a Fatality, and Criiis of impending 
Misfortune; *? 

The generous Nations we juft now mentioned 
offderftood this fb very well, that there was hard- 
ly an Oration ever made which did not turn 
upon this general Senfe,. That the Love of their 
Country was the firft and mod effential Quality 
in an hooeft Mind. Denttftkmes, in a Caufe 
wherein his Fame, Reputation and Fortune,. 
were embarked, puts his -All upon thit Iflue ; 
Let the Athenians, (ays he, be benevolent n we, 

• as they think I 1 have been zealous fir them. This 
great and difcernihg Orator knew there was no* 

. thing el(e in Nature could bear him up againft - 
his Adverfarles, but this one Quality of having 
fhown himfeU willing or able to ferve his Coun- 
try. This certainly is the Teft of Merit ; and 
the firft Foundation for defcrving Good- Will, ir 
having it your felf. The Adverfary of this Ora- 
tor at that Time was JEfbkines, a Man of wily 
Arts and Skill in the World, who could, as Oc- 
ean* on ferved, ftll in with a National Start of 
Paflion, or Sullennefsof Humour, .(which a whole 
Nation Js. frmetimes. taken, with as well as.a pru 
. GL& vate 
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▼ate Man) and by that Means divert them from* 
their common Senfe, into an Averfion for re- 
ceiving any Thing in its true Light. Bat when 
Dmojthetus had awaked his Audience with that 
one Hint «f judging by the general Tenor of his 
Life towards them, his Services' bsre down, his 
Opponent before him, who fled to the Covert of 
Jiis mean Arts till fome more favourable Occa- 
fion fhould offer, againfr. the fuperior Merit of 
Demojlhenes. 

It were to be wiftted, that Love of their Coun- 
try were the firft Principle of A&ion in Men of 
Bufinefs, even for their own Sakes ; for when 
the World begins ro examine into their Conduct 
the, Generality, who have no Share in, or Hopes 
r ©f^any Part in Power or Riches, but what is the 
EfFed of their own Labour or Property, will 
judge of them by no other Method, than that of 
how profitable their Adminiftration has been'to 
the Whole. They who are out of the Influence- 
e£ Men's Fortune or Favour, will let them (land 
or fall by this one only Rule 5 and Men who can- 
bear being try y d by it, are always Popular in 
their Fall : Thofe who cannot fuffer fuch a Scru- 
tiny, contemptible in their Advancement. 

But I am here running into Shreds of Maxims 
from reading Tacitus this Morning, which has 
driven me from my Recommendation of publick 
Spirit, which was the intended Purpofe of this 
Lucubration. There is not a more glorious In- 
^. ftance of it^than in the Character of Regulus. 
This fame Regulus was taken Prifoner by the 
Carthaginians r and was fent by them to Rome, 
in order to demand {bme Punick Noblemen who 
were Prisoners in Exchange for himfelf, and was 
bound by an Oath that be would return to Gw- 
thage if he failed in' his Commiflion. He pro*. 
po(es this to the Senate, who were in Sufpence 
upon it 5 which Regular obftrving. ( without ha- 
vjng the feaft Notion of. putting the. Care of hi*

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own Life in Competition with the publick Good) ; 
defired them to conftder that he was old, and al- 
moft'ufelcfs 5 that thofe demanded in Exchange . 
were Men of daring Tempers, and great Merit 
in Military Affairs, and wondered they would 
make any Doubt of permitting him to go back 
to the fhort Tortures prepai edfor him at Car- 
thate, where he fhould have the Advantage o£' 
ending a long Life both glorioufly and ufehilly. 
This generous. Advice was confented to, and he 
took his Leave of his Country and "his weeping 
Friends to go to certain Death, with that chear- 
fill Compoiure, as a Mtfn, after the Fatigue of 
Bufineft in a Court or a City, retires to the next" 
Village for the Air, «

The Manner of our 
Carriage when we lofe a Friend, (hows very 
much our Temper, in the Humility of our Words 
and A&ions, and a general Senfe of our deftitute ■■ , 
Condition, which runs through^'ali our Deport- > 
ment. This gives a fblem u Teftimony of the ge~ 
nerous Affection we bore our Friends, when we *

icem to difrelifti tvtry Thing now we can no 
more enjoy them, or fee them oartakc in oar Erv 
joy roents. It is very proper and numaneto put our 
tfeJ yes as it were in their Livery after their Efeccafe, 
and wear a Habit unfuitabte to Brofperiry, while 
thofc we loved and honoured are mouldring in 
the Grate. As this is laudable on the- farrowful 
Side i €0 on the other. Incidents of Succefs may 
no lets juftly be rcpre(chtcd and acknowledged in 
our outward Figure and Carriage. Of aflf fuch 
Occafions, that great Change of a Single Lift 
into Marriage is the mod important* as it is the 
Source of all Relations, ana from whence ail 
other Friendthip and Commerce do principally 
arife. The general Intent of both Sexes is to dif- 
pofe of themielves happily and honourably in this 
State; and as all the good Qualities we have are 
exerted to make our way into it, fo the beft Ap- 
pearance, with Regard to their Minds, their Per- 
rons, and their Fortunes, at the firft Entrance in- 
to ir, is a Due to each other in the married Pair, 
as well as a Compliment to the reft of the World. 
It was an Inftrudion of a wile Law-giver. That, 
unmarried Women fliould wearfueh loofe Habits, 
whichTm the flowing of their Garb^lhoolrf incite 
their Beholders to a Defire of their Perfbns j and 
that the ordinary Motion of their Bodies might 
difplay the Figure and Shape of their Limbs ia 
fuch a Manner, as at once to prefenre the 
ftri&eft Decency, and raife the warmed Inolina* 
lions. 

This was the Oeconomy of the Legislator for 
the Increafe of People, and at the fame Time 
for the Prefervationof the Genial Bed. She who 
was the Admiration of all who beheld her while 
unmarried, was to bid adieu to the Pleafure of 
Alining in the Eyes of many, as foon as fhe took 
upon ner the wedded Condition. However, 
there was a Feftival of Life allowed thcNew- 
aaaxrkd» a Sort «f in* er«e£ase Sate between 
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Celibacy and Matrimony, which continued cer- 
tain Days. During that Time, Entertainments, 
Equipages, and other Cir<umftances of Rejoi- 
cing, were encouraged, and' they were permitted 
to exceed the common Mode of Living, that the 
Bride and Bridegroom might learn fi-ora fuch Free- 
doms of Convei fation to run into a general Con- 
duct to each other, made out of their paft and 
future State, fo to temper the Cares o£*he Man 
and the Wife with the Gaieties of the Lover and 
the Miftrefs. / 

In thofe wife Ages the Dignity of Life was 
Kept upland on the Celebration or fuch Sotem- **- 
nities^there were no imjiertinent Whifpers and 3 
fenfclefs Interpretations put upon the unaffected 
Chearfulnefs otaccidentalSerioufnefs of the Bride s , 
but Men turn^d^heir Thoughts upon the general *T 
Reflections, upon what Iidue might pVobably be 
expected from fuch a Couple in the fucceeding 
Couife of their Life, and felicitated them accor- 
dingly upon fuch Pfofpe&s. 

1 muff confefs, I cannor from any ancient Ma- 
nuscripts, Sculptures, or Medals, deduce the Rift 
of our celebrated Cuftom of throwing the Stock- 
ing ; but have a faint Memory of an Account a 
Friend gave me of an original Pi&ure in the Pa- * 
lace of Aldnbrcmdini in Rofne. This fecms to' 
(how a Sen(e of this Affair very different from 
what is ufual among us. It is a GUcim* Wed- 
ding, and the Figures represented are, a Perfon 
offering Sacrifice, a beautiful Damfel dancing, 
and another playing on the Harp. The Bride 1$ 
placed in her Bed, the Bridegroom fits at the Feet* 
of it, with an Afped which intimates, his Thoughts 
were not only entertained with the Joys with 
which he was furrounded, but alfo with anoble 
Gratitude, and divine Pleafure in the Offering, 
which was then made to the Gods to invoke their 
influence on his new Condition. There appears* 
in the Pise of the Woman a Mixture of Fear,* 

Q^f H6pe,< 
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Hope, and Modefty $ in the Bridegroom, a well- 
l governed Rapture. As you fee fn great Spirits^ 
Grief which dilcovers it felf the more by for- 
bearing Tears and Complaints, you may oWerve 
alfo $ie higheft [by is too big for Utterance, the 
Tongue being of all the Organs the leaft capable 
of expreflingfuch a Circumft'ance. The Nuptial 
Torch, the Bower, the Marriage Song, are all 
Particulars which we meet with in the Allufioas 
of the ancient Writers 5 aruTin every one of them 
'Vfcmething it to be obferved^which denotes their 
2> Induftry to aggrandiz.e'and adorn this Occafion 
"above all others. 

With us all Order and Decency in this Point is 
*i pervertedT^y the infipid Mirth of certain AnU 
»7 mals v we ufually call Wags. Thefe are a Species 
of all among Men the moft infiipportable. One 
cannot without (bme Refle&ion fay, whether their 
flat Mirth provokes us more to Pity or to Scorn ; bur 
if one confiders with how great Affectation they 
utter their frigid Conceits, Commiferation imme- 
diately changes it felf into Contempt. 

A Wag is the laft Order even of Pretenders to 
Wit and good Homour. He has generally his 
Mind prepared to receive fome Occafion of Mer- 
riment, but is of himfelf too empty to draw any 
out of his own Set of Thoughts, and therefore 
laughs at the next Thing he meets, notbecauftit 
k ridiculous, but becauie he is under a Neceffity. 
of Laughing". A Wag is one that never in its Life^, 
"l^a faw a beautiful Objeft, but fees^ what it does fee; 
in the moft low and moft inconfider able Light it 
can be placed. There is a certain Ability nece£ 
fery to behold what is amiable and worthy of 
\ our Approbation, which little Minds wantjfand 
4, attempt to hide'oy a general Difregard' to every 
Thing they behold above what they are able to 
relifli. Hence it is, that a Wag in an Aflembly 
\* is ever guefling^how well fiich a Lady fleptlaft 
Night, and how- much fuch a young Fellow is 
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pieas'd with himfclf. The Wag's Gaiety confifta | 
in a certain profeffed ill Breeding, as if it were anr, 
Excufe for committing^ Fault, that a Man 
knows he does fo. Tho' all publick Places are 1 
full of Perfons of this Order, Vet /l^ecaufe I will 3 
not allow Impertinence and Affectation to get the 
better of native Innocence'&nd Simplicity ot Man- H 
ners, I have, in Spite of ftich little Dilturbers 6f 
publick Entertainments, perfwaded my Brother 
IranejuiUui and his Wife my Sifter Jentty, in Fa- 
vour of Mr. Wilks, to be at the Play to Morrow 
Evening. 

They, as they have ib much good" c en(e a* to » 
a& naturally, without Regard to the OWervation 
#f others, will not, I hope, be difcompofed if any -■ 
of the Fry of Wags fhould take upoa them to 
make themfelves merry upon the Occalion of 
their coming, as they intend, in their Wedding -

AS it has been the Endeavour of thefe oor

The Foundation of all which is, That they are 
grounded upon FaRhood: For if Men, inftead'of 
ftudyingto appear confiderable, were in their own 
Hearts Pofleflbrs of the Requilites for Efteent, the 
Acceptance they otherwife unfortunately aim at' 
would 1 be as iafeparabk fronv them,, as Appro- 
bation* 
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bation is from Troth it felf. By this Means they 
Would have fomeRule to walk by ; and they may 
ever be allured, that a good Caufe of A&ion wilf 
certainly receive a (likable Efleft.

There is nothing more neceflary to eftablifl* 
Reputation* than to fufpend the Enjoyment of it- 
He that cannot bear the Senfe of Merit with Si- 
lence, muft of Neceffiry deftroy it : For Fame 
being the general Miftrefs of Mankind, whoever 
gives it to nimfclf, infults all to whom he relates 
any Circumftances to his own Advantage. /He is 
confidered as an open Raviflier of that Beauty, 
for whom all others pine in Silence. But fome 
Minds are fo incapable of any Temperance in this 
Particular, that on every Second in their Dif- 
courfc you may obferve an Earneftnefs in their 
Eyes, which (hows they wait for your Approba- 
• tion*. 
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tion, and perhaps the next Inftant caft an Eye one* 
a. Glafe to fee how they like themfelves. Walk- 
ing the other Day in a neighbouring Inn of Courty 
I Taw a . more happy and more graceful Orator 
than I ever before had heard, or read of* A Youth, ,
